Correspondence Published by 
King Edward’s Leave 
Throws New Light 
on Victoria, 


NOBLE WIFE AND MOTHER 


Joy of Her Married IAfe and An- 
guish of Her Widowhood Re- 
vealed in Notes to 
Uncle, Leopold I. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Oct, 19.~Queen Victoria's let- 
ters, edited by A. C. Benson and Lord Esher 
and published thie week, are stated in the 
preface to form “ what is probably the most 
extraordinary series of state documents in 
the world.” | 

They are a monument of industry and an 
enduring testimonia? of devotion to the sense 
of right and a powerful stimulus to patriot- 
ism. Never before has the country been 
taken into the confidence of a monarch with 
such frankness and lack of restraint. The 
letters published in these bulky volumes 
cover the period of twenty-four years that 
elapsed between Victoria’s accession in 1887 
and the death of her prince cangort in 1861. 

There are some letters referring to the early 
life in which the writer refers to Uncle” 
Leopold I., king of the Belgiane, as providing 
the “ brightest epoch of my otherwise mel- 
ancholy childhood.” 


Her Earliest Impressions as Queen. 


On June 19, 1887, the then Princese Victoria 
wrote to her uncle, informing him of the 
imminence of the death of William IV. In 
speaking of her expected accession she said: 

I look forward to the event which it seems 
is likely to occur soon with calmness Ind 
quietness. I am not alarmed at it, and yet 
I do not suppose myself quite equal to it all. 
I trust, however, that with good will, honesty, 
and courage I shall not with all events fall.” 

This letter concluded with the hope that 
“the all powerful being, who has 80 long 
watched over my destinies, will guide and 
support me in whatever situation and station 
it may please him to place me.” 

There are some naive remarks in a long 
description of the coronation which the queen 
wrote in her private journal, such as: 


Millions of my subjects showed good humor 


Her Great Love as a Wife. 7 

The day after her marriage, Feb. 11, 1848, 
the queen wrote to King Leopold from Wind- 
sor castle: 

Dearest Uncle:. I write you from here the 
happiest, happiest being that ever existed. 
Really, I do not think it possible for any one 
in the world to be happier er as happy as I am. 
He is an angel, and his kindness and affection 
for me ere really touching. To look in those dear 
eyes and dear, sunny face is enough to make 
me adore him. What I can do to make him 
happy will be my greatest delight, independent 
of my great personal happiness. 

The reception we both met with yesterday was 
the most gratifying and enthusiastic I ever ex- 
perienced. There was no end of crowds in London 
and all along the road, 


Proud of Her First Child, Now King. 

A letter written soon after the birth of the 
present king ran as follows: 

Our little boy is a wonderfully strong and 
large child, with large blue eyes and finely 
formed, but with a somewhat large nose and 
pretty little mouth. I hope and pray he may be 
like his dearest papa. He is to be called Albert, 
and Edward is to be his second name. 

Queen Victoria, although she confessed on 
occasion to King Leopold that she greatly 
disliked politics, closely followed every po- 
litical development. She thus refers to Sir 
Robert Peel’s bill to increase the grant to 
the Roman Catholic college at Maynooth: 

Buckingham Palace, April 15, 1845.—My Be- 
loved Uncle: Here we are in-a great state of agi- 
tation about one of the greatest measures ever 
proposed. I am sute poor Peel ought te be 
blessed by all Catholics fer the manly and noble 
way in which he stands forth to protect and do 
good for poor Ireland, But the bigotry, wicked 
and blind passions it brings forth are quite dread. 
ful and I blush for Protestantism. 

A Presbyterian clergyman said truly that 
bigotry is more common than shame. 

Her Keen Political Insight. 

Between 19848 and 1651 there was friction 
between the court and Palmerston over the 
conduct of foreign, affairs, and finally the 
latter resigned. On Deo. 8, 1851, the queen 
wrote to King Leopold I.: 

Dearest Uncle: I have the greatest pleasure 
in announciig to you a piece of news which 
will give you as much satisfaction and relief as 
it does to us, and will te the whole of the 
world. Lord Palmerston is no longer for- 
eign secretary, and Lord Granville is already 
named as his successor. He had become of late 
really quite reckless, and in spite of the serious 
admonition and caution he received only on the 
9th of November, and again at the beginning of 
December, he tells Walewki that he entirely ap- 
proves of Louis Wapoleon’s coup d'etat when 
he hed written to Lord Normandy by my and my 
cabinet’s desire that he (Lord Normandy) was to 
continue his diplomatic intercourse with the 
French government, but was to remain per 


| fectly passive and give no opinion. 


In a letter to her uncle after her visit to 
Spithead in 1842 the queen made the follow- 
ing reference to the British navy: “I think 
it is in these immense wooden walls that our 
real greatness lies.’’

In another letter to the same correspondent 
ten years later she thus spoke of the duke of

MANY PASSENGERS ARE HURT 


Engineer Cushing and Signal Operator 
Mayer Are Arrested. 


A locomotive fireman was killed, four others 
of the train crew had miraculous escapes, and 
a dozen passengers were injured—none of 
them seriously—in a head-on collision of two 
Chicago and Northwestern suburban trains 
near Grand avenue and Desplaines street 
early last night. The signal operator at 
Grand avenue blames the accident on the 
engineer of the outgoing train; the engineer 
denied that he had received a stop signal. 
Between the two there appears to be some- 
where a clear disregard of orders. 

The trains that collided were the outbound 
Desplaines and the inbound Glencoe subur- 
bans. The former left the Wells street depot 
at 7:17 o'clock and the latter was due in the 
Gepot at 7:20. The two trains habitually 
passed at the scene of the accident, at which 
point there is a switch track to which the out- 
going train would be sent. Last night there 
waa a hitch and the engines crashed with full 
force into each other.

Boiler of Engine Explodes. 


The impact between the locomotives sev- 
ered the cab of the outbound train from the 
tender, and it was in the ensuing explosion 
of the boiler that the fireman was scalded 
by escaping steam. 

The miraculous escape of Engineer Cush- 
ing of the outgoing train and Johnson, a fel- 
low engineer, who was riding with him in the 
cab, was remarked by employés and by 
Cushing himself. When the crash came Cush- 
ing was seated in the cab of his engine oppo- 
site Larson, his fireman, who was killed. 
Neither made an attempt to jump, yet Cush- 
ing did not receive even a scratch in thecol- 
lision. Johnson was riding on the seat be- 
hind Larson. He escaped by Jumping. 

Cushing was first to reach the body of his 
ilifated fireman. The charred remains were 
found entangled in the débris of the two de- 
molished engines, ‘and before they could be 
removed, it was necessary to pry the cab of 
the outgoing engine to one side. 


Passengers Cut by Glass. 

The coaches on the two trains were badly 
damaged, the crash resulting chiefly in 

eaking of glasq in windows and doors. The 
most general cause of injury to the passen- 
gers was the flying glass, though on the in- 
coming train several forward coaches were 
partly telescoped and their platforms splin- 
tered. The passengers were greatly excited, 
but soon it was discovered that only one per- 
son was dead. 

As soon as the police got into action En- 
gineer Cushing was taken to the West Chi- 
cago avenue station, Signal Operator Mayer 
wee questioned, and later was arrested. 

Cushing told the police that he had been 
given the right of way, a green semaphore 
Might having been displayed at the Grand ave- 
nue vieduct, fifty feet south of the scene of 
the accident, This statement was denied by 
Mayer, who said he gave the right of way 
to the incoming train, ae was his dally cus- 


tom.

She Blabs His Secrets and Re- 
sult Is Loss of 865,000,000 
to the Copper Crowd. 


Young Woman Tells Her Friends 
What Fritz Told Her and They 
Sell News to Enemies. 


New York, Oct. 19.—[Special.]—The enor- 
mous sum of 368.830 000 has been lost by the 
Heinze copper interests in their recent un- 
successful financial dealing on the street.” 
And today it was learned that a young wom- 
an friend of F. Augustus Heinze, who 
couldn't keep the secrets he told her, was the 
cause of the crash. 

The ingredients of human. interest and 
romance were added to the spectacular cop- 
per crash today when it was declared that a 
young woman was unwittingly responsible 
for all the trouble. This young woman, 
whose name is withheld, moved here fro 
Butte, Mont., some years ago, and has had 
a large acquaintance among the Montana 
mining men, who have made the Waldorf- 
Astoria their headquarters. 

The fact that this woman could not keep 


a Wall street secret, it is said, was the cause 
of the wreck of United Copper, the conse- 
quent failure of Cross & Kleeberg, the sus- 
pension of Otto Heinze & Co.,. the resigna- 
tion of President F. Augustus Heinze and 
seventeen directors of the Mercantile Na- 


tlonal bank, and all the ills that have come 


upon this well known financial institution. 


Girl Long Heinze’s Friend. 
For a long time F. Augustus Heinze has 


known this young woman, who, it is said, 


‘ lives near the Waldorf-Astoria on Thirty- 
' third street, and he bas seen a great deal of 


her. It is reported that he valued her friend- 


Ship so highly that he talked freely in her 


presence of the corner of United Copper 
which was being organized by the Heinze 
and Montana interests. f 

Many months were required to bring to- 
gether ail the elements that figured in the 
formation of the pool. Finally it was per- 
fected under a gentlemen's agreement,“ 
and it soon began to buy up all the United 
Copper that could be found loose in the mar- 
ket. This, with the amount that the mem- 
bers of the pool turned in, made far more 
than a majority of the stock. Had all the 
“gentiemen in the pool kept the gentle- 
men's agreement there would have been 
no trouble even in the face of the leakage of 
the secrets of the corner. 

But the young woman did not realize as 
well as those men in the pool that it was 
necessary to say nothing about the transac- 
tion. She, too, had friends—two other well 
known young women in particular. These 
two were her chums, and were seen daily with 
her about Broadway and the corridors of 
the Waldorf-Astoria in the afternoon. In 
time she began to talk to them about the 
pool, and, as none of them knew the value 
of the information, they discussed these im- 
portant business secrets openly. 


Sell Secrets to Detectives. 

However, some time during the proceed- 
ings a well known Wall street detective 
agency learned of the knowledge of the great 
corner that the three women possessed. The 
members of this firm, knowing much about 
the copper market, realized that such infor- 
mation would be of great value to the Amal- 
gamated Copper interests—foes of the 
Heinzes and led by H. H. Rogers: How an 
acquaintance with the young women was 
made is not known, but so many mining men 
and others knew them, it is said, that such 
a feat was not difficult. * 

Shortly after the detective agency reached 
the two women friends of the first woman 
a proposition was made to them fo sell their 
information and obtain as much as possible. 
The deal is alleged to have been made, and 
thereafter the two women. regularly pumped 
a certain frierfd of Mr. Heinze. As fast as he 
told secrets of the corner these were detailed 
to the managers of the detective agency. 
While it is not believed that the women 
learned all that could be known, they got 
enough information to furnish the detectives 
with material that was of great value to the 
foes of Heinze. 


Traitor in Gentlemen's“ Pool. 


The information finally reached the men 
who could break the corner, providing they 
had the aid of some one in the concern who 
would become a traitor to his comrades 
With all this knowledge in their possession 
the men who had tried-in Montana and in 
New York to break Heinze began operations. 
It is said that, knowing the names of all the 
men in the corner, they, with their powerful 
financial influence, soon found a way to reach 
one of the members of the clique. 

The stock held by one of them was poured 
on the market in such volume that the corner 
was smashed. The stock dropped from $60 
per share to $10, and the wreck was quickly 
falling about the ears of the Heinze con- 
tingent. 8 

Since the storm broke the young women to 
whom it is traced have not been seen in their 
accustomed haunts. : 


Standard Oil Heinze’s Foe. 

The week's sensational operations involv- 
ing the Mercantile National bank. the en- 
forced retirement of its board of directors, 
and the unprecedented action of the clear- 
ing house committee in putting up 81.800. 000 
today to rescue it are only the salient moves 
in the big game of high finance in which the 
Heinzes, Charles W. Morse, and the E. R. 
Thomas interests are now involved. 

Heinze succeeded in driving Amalgamated 
to the struggle of its life in the courts, leg- 
islatures, and markets until last February, 
when a truce was declared. The young Mon- 
tana copper man was induced to accept a

settlement of $8,000,000 in cash, retaining his 
380.000.000 United Copper property and like- 
wise his controlling interests in Butte Coali- 
tion and Stewart Mining. When Heinze came 
to New York and launched into high finance 
he again encountered the opposition of the 
Standard Oll crowd, and some of them have 
undoubtedly aided in the raids that were in- 
tended to dethrone him as the copper king. 
Amalgamated Copper declined precipitate- 
ly, until today it established another low rec- 
ord of 43%. Thie has entailed.a prodigious 
loss of market value. but with practically 
billions at their back it means nothing to the 
Standard Oil control of the property. They 
can get it all back by stripping Heinze of his 
great gains. forcing his stock on the market 
for almost a pittance, and then gobbling it up.

Attorney George F. Harding Sr., who used 
to be well known as. a resident of Chicago, 
but who now hails from California, yester- 
day filed a bill in equity in the Superior court 
seeking the appointment of a receiver for the 
Standard Oil Company of New Je and 
the Corn Products Company of New Jersey. 

The plaintiff owns 500 shares of the Corn 
Products company, valued at $20,000. The 
company, he asserts, is co 
Standard Oil company and others named in 
the bill. ina Sie es 4, 

The sult is similar to the one filed in the 
Circuit court last May by the Chicago Real 
Estate Loan and Trust company, of which 
Harding is president. The defendants had 
that suit transferred to the United States 
Circuit court, and it is still pending. 

In the bill it is alleged that the Standard 
Oll-company, with certain individuals, con- 
spired to wreck the Corn Products company, 
capitalized at 680.000, 000, and for this pur- 
pose formed a pool, or trust, unlawfully reg- 
ulating, fixing; and controlling the price of 
glucose, grape sugar, and corn starch: It is 
asserted that thirty-eight factories were 
joined in this pool. ei 

Accuses “the System. 

Harding asserts that the alleged pool is a 
“fraudulent stock jobbing scheme for the 
purpose of fleecing the public, as well as the | 
complainant, in the devious ways and'meth- 
ods originating in Wall street, and practiced 
by financial pirates constituting the system 
by which the public is feeced and plundered 
continually and by which it is intended by 
said conspirators to freeze out and defraud 
your orator.” | 

Furthermore, the complainant agserts that 
the management of the Corn Products com- 
pany cannot safely be intrusted to the Stand- 
ard Oil company, because it is a great mo- 
nopoly and therefore a great and distin- 
guished offender, being prosecuted as guilty 
of criminal offense by the national govern- 
ment, and declared, condemned and adjudgéd 


interests of the American people; and that 
the management and control of the $80,000,- 
000 assets of the Corn Products company 
while under contro! of the Standard Oil com- 
pany is, and will be, like that of the manage- 
ment and control of the Standard Oil com- 
pany itself, and of the many other compahies 
and corporations q@nducted from its offices at 
26 Broadway, New York, in contempt and 
conflict with the laws of the 'state."’ 
Levy Mayer Thinks It a Joke.

It seems to me that I have heard the 
name. of George F. Harding several times 
before this. If I am not mistaken a great 
many other members of the bar have had 
some acquaintance with that name. Some 
of us lawyers are not unfamiliar with the 
defense of suits brought by such litigants. 
The last suit, filed today, however, is more 
than amusing. It is of the kangaroo kind. 

The Standard Oil company has as much 
to do with the defendants in the litigation 
as the proverbial fox at the bottom of a well 
has to do with Mr. Harding’s residence, which 
he now alleges is in California. Since Mr. 
Harding has quit the field of personal litiga- 
tion in which he was defendant he seems to 
find amusement in frequent suits against the

STANDARD OIL GETS SCALP 
OF ‘UNRULY’ STATE INSPECTOR 


Mayor Reyburn of Philadelphia Frank 
in Statement as to Why He Cut Off

Philadelphia, Fa., Oct. 19.—[Special. }— 
At the behest of the Standard Oil trust, Mayor 
Reyburn has removed Capt. Frank G. Ed- 
wards, state oll inspector, from office, after 
failing to induce Edwards to resign. 

Pressed for the exact réason for his re- 
moval of Edwards, Mayor Reyburn made 
this confession: 

I removed him because he was objection- 
able to the Standard Oil company.“ 

Mayor Reyburn further admitted that the 
complaint against Capt. Edwards was 
his flat refusal to take a fixed saiary from 
that monopoly, deliver to them the official 
stencils, and permit the Standard Oll’s hired 
men to brand the oll.

H. Lane, whom Edwards succeeded a year 
and a half ago. 

Explaining hisaction, Mayor Reyburn said:

% What were the charges upon which his 
removal was based? 

„Well, those complaints I got from the oll 
companies. 

Do you mean Standard On?“ 

“Yes, the Standard Oil company. I re- 
moved him because he was objectionabie to 
the Standard Ojl company. The Standard 
Oil company is the biggest shipper of oil 
from this port, and they told me that E- 
wards was obnoxious to them; that he had 
attacked the company before the legislature 
in Harrisburg. I did just the same as I would 
do if any large business interest would come 
to me and ask for the removal of a municipal 
place holder who was objectionable.’’

Let, no man of spirit listen for a 
moment to the invertebrate, supine wail that 
the opportunities are all past. 

No, I didn't play all the time I remem- 
ber—well, I remember a great many things— 
five weeks, for instance, when a footsore 
youth I walked from place to place hunting 
work.

Then Mr. Rockefeller talked of the great 
organization he built up and its enormous 
profits. 

To be sure,“ he said, you hear talk of big 
dividends, but does any sane man imagine 
that the $160,000.000 ofour stock represents 
all the actual capital of Standard Oil? No, 
we have to lay by vast sums. What would 
happen if, at a time like this say, we were 
to suspend the maintenance and improve- 
ment operations on which) we spend 
millions annually? . 

Standard Oil is alfays giving somebody a 
hand, helping somebody over a bad place. 
We don’t divide our profits. We lay them 
aside. And it isn't our own people only 
whom we watch out for. No one knows what 
Standard Oil has been to hundreds of men 
and concerns in tight places.

J want to say this: No man. no con- 
cern was ever forced to come into the Stand- 
ard Oil company.

It means more capital, the concentration, of 
effort and harmony. Wouldn'tiit profit you 
to come with us? Now don't make any-sud- 
den decision in the matter. Go home and 
think it over, and then let us meetagain: . 

There was no threat in that, was there? 
Well, some of them did come and were not 
sorry for it—and the biggest ones, mind you. 
You know, most of the talk against us comes 
from the smaller concerns that did not join 
us and have been sorry ever since. And talk 
of the kind about us is the way they show it. 


No Peril in Present Uneasiness. 


“The present moment a bit trying? O, 
yes. But there is nothing more than un- 
founded uneasiness. There is no possible 
portent of disaster. It is a time for patience. 
Patience. And unfailing confidence in the 
substantial foundation of a prosperity still 
far from its zenith.

Here am I today, man retired from 
active life, living as you'see, harming no one, 
trying to do some good.

Harriman, as stated elsewhere, went back 
to New York yesterday. He will have just 
time enough to answer some questions in 
court tomorrow, find out exactly what it 
was that hit Wall street, and return to Chi- 
cago for the final round in his fight with 


} Stuyvesant Fish. 


As he was taking his departure the magnate 
said that it was his intention to return on 
Tuesday. He will not come, however, unless 
notified that his presence is necessary. This 
is taken to mean that if the count of the 
proxies indicates his victory he will remain 
in New York, but tf otherwise he will hurry 
back to Chicago. 

Mr. Hafriman evidently was more than 
anxious to get home if only for a few hours. 
Many things have happened in the financial 
world since he came west, and the events in 
Wall street have been the subject of a flood 
of telegrams that have passed back and forth 
between the railroad king and his New York 
associates in the jast three days. 


Vow Not to Talk Till Next Week. 


Mr. Harriman was asked for an expression 
of opinion on the present unancial situation 
just as he was boarding the Twentieth Cen- 
tury limited at the La Salle station in com- 
pany with Charles A. Peabody. 

T made a vow when I left the hotel,“ he 
said, “‘that I would not talk to any one on 
any subject till next.week. I have been here 
in Chicago for five days and am insufficiently 
informed on what has taken place in New 
York. I will know more about it when I get 
back next week.“ 

“To what extent do you think the present 
liquidation has run its course?“ he was asked. 

Woll, that is impossible to say, replied 
Mr. Harriman. “It has run quite a course 
already, according to all accounts. There 
has been a great slacking up of business, and 
probably the shrinkage of volume will go 
some further. But my opinion is that there 
is nothing radical, nothing alarming in this 
movement. It is only the adjustment of the 
volume of business to more conservative 
methods. People will find they can live as 
well and do business as well on conservative 
lines, if not better“. ; 

“What do you think of the number of 
strong financiers who seem to find themselves 
* embarrassed in the present situa- 

on?“ 

“ Well, I have been surprised,“ Mr. Harri- 
man admitted. 


Unfair Attacks on Enterprises. 


The financier was asked what he thought 
accounted for the changed relations that had 
sprung up between the great capitalists and 
the people in general. a 

“Unfair attacks on great enterprises ac- 
count for it,“ he replied. “* These attacks 
have driven money to cover. The people were 
made suspicious of great enterprises like 
the railroads. and when people are suspicious 
they hold on to their money. 

But a change is coming. Already indica- 
tions of a new sentiment toward these enter- 
prises are to be seen. The people are begin- 
ning to realize the unfairness of many of the 
attacks on corporations in the last few years. 
They are beginning to sympathize with the 
victims of those attacks. This is the reaction 
that is surely setting in and which will in time 
loosen money again. When the people begin 
to take a saner view of things there is no 
fear for the future of our prosperity.”’ 


Not Like Situation in 1893. 

Mr. Harriman was asked if the present 
business depression following close on ten 
years of good crops and the high prices they 
have brought was analagous in any degree to 
the situation just prior to the panic of 1893. 

Not at all.“ he replied decisively. ‘‘ There 
is no comparison between the situation now 
and in 1893. The panic of 1898 was due en- 
+irely to other causes. Why, there is not the 
making of any kind of a panic in the present 
financial condition of the country. The 
foundation is secure—we are simply trim- 
ming down a superstructure that in some 
places is topheavy. When we finish that and 
our house cleaning that I mentioned we shall 
be better off. 8 

Do you consider the era of big railroad 
financing and consolidation past? he was 
asked. 

Not at all,“ responded Mr. Harriman. 
„On the contrary, I believe that the greatest 
growth of railfoad enterprise the world has 
ever seen will taken place within the next 
generation.”’

Proxy Committee Probably Will 
Be Ready, to Make Its Re- 
port Next Tuesday. 


The report of the proxy committee will be 
submitted to the Illinois Central stockholders 
at a meeting to be held Tuesday morning at 
11 o’clock.

man will triumph. The Fish people claimed 
last night that the completed canvass would 
give their leader a majority rar ing between 
80,000 and 50,000 votes. The size of their 
majority, they assert, depends solely upon 
the number of Harriman yotes, now in dis- 
pute, declared invalid, Mr. Fish ts said to 
have sent telegrams to his personal friends 
in. New York in which he placed his majority 
at 35,000. ; 

The Harriman-Harahan supporters do not 
admit defeat. The most they will say is that 
the election will be close. Charles A. Pea- 
body is quoted as having said: “ There will 
not be 10,000 votes majority either way.” 

Willlam Nelson Cromwell, Mr, Harriman’s 
personal counsel, keeps a stiff upper lip and 
declares: ‘*I see no reason to change my 
opinion; we will win by a comfortable ma- 
jority.“ He is an old campaigner, however, 
and knows full well the value of a bluff: 


Thousands of Votes Canvassed. 


An effort to decide the question privately 
was made before Mr. Harriman left for New 
York. The proxy committee, which had been 
canvassing the votes ina straight alphabet- 
ical order up to M. jumped over the inter- 
vening letters to W. After canvassing the 
votes of stockholders whose names began 
with that letter they tabulated the foreign 
votes.

Mr. Fish's 
suit is based upon the decision of the IIII- 
nols Supreme court, which holds that an in- 
dustrial corporation may not own stock in 
ancther industrial corporation, and the 
statute that no corporation chartered in any 
ether state may have greater powers than an 
Imo corporation. Mr. Harriman’s iaw- 
yers say that while this may apply to indus- 
trial corporations, it is illogical to make ral - 
road coinpanies comply with it. They de 
clare further that if the contention made by 
M. Fish. is sustained it will mean a complete 
revoiution in the financial methods of the 
country. .

MODERN SOCIETY IS FLAYED. 


Apartment Houses Declared to Be De- 
structive of Home Life. 


Unmistakable advocagy of the so-called | 
„ unwritten law was contained in an address | 
delivered before the Catholic Women’s league | 


yesterday by the Rev. Frederick E. J. Lloyd. 

Dr. Lloyd for many years was rector of an 
Episcopal church, but he renounced his creed 
several months ago and became a Roman 
Catholic. In his address he said: 


“If a man: makes advances to a woman | 


that are an insult to her womanhood, let 
her draw up her little fist and strike him a 
stinging blow. or. if it is necessary; let her 
go to the extreme and take his life rather 
than lose her honor. This is the type of 
womanhood the age desires, the kind that 
will lessen our dally tragedies, our awful 
mass of social sin.“ 


Modern Society Denounced. 

The speaker denounced modern society as 
“destructive of all moral, mental, 
physical progress.'’ : 

“The tendency of: modern society is not 
uplifting in anything,“ he said. ‘“‘ It has not 
one redeeming feature. It is destructive to 
all moral, mental, and physical progress. 
No young girl, unless by good home training 
she has acquired great moral strength, can 
resist its influences and its flatteries. In 
woman's temperament there is a tendency to 


yield, and in this lies the secret of many 


downfalls.” 

Then came his advicé to woman to kill the 
man who insults her, if necessary to preserve 
her honor. 


Opposed to Apartment Houses. 

“From the womian’s discontent with home 
life, her desire to shirk the little duties of 
the house,“ Dr. Lloyd went on, has grown 
the apartmént house. Who can sing the 
dear old song) ‘Home, Sweet Home,’ with 
sincerity in an apartment house? I don't 
believe it is or will be productive of great - 
ness because it has uo home influence. I 
don't think men like George Washington and 
Abraham Lincoln would have been if they 
had been reared in modern apartment houses. 
Don’t end your days in one, for the distance 
from an apartment house to heaven is great.“ 


Drinking in Public Condemned. 
In speaking of the practice of society women 
drinking in public cafés, Dr. Lloyd said: 
“Tt is all right for a woman tb drink a 
glass of wine at herehome with her husband, 
but to do so in a public place should be con- 
demned and not practiced by a good woman. 
„A woman’s real greatness lies not in social 
achievement but in her motherhood and home 
sustaining power, and the means towards her 
happiness, and progress, and usefulness is a 
sustaining religion. 
»The home, and not the club, should be 


i a woman’s place and the source of her joy. 


Modern life has deprived us of the good old 
home life, the family gathering around the 
fireside, the reading of the bible.“

Former Football Player } Accused 
of Carrying Off Aluminum.

HE TAKES $5,000 WORTH. 


Gregory Ivison Arrested at Lemont; 
Suit Case of Metal Found. 


A charge of stealing $5,000 worth of alumt- 
num from his employers led to the arrest yes- 
terday of Gregory Ivison, formerly substi- 


ball team. Ivison was arrested at Lemont, 
III., where he has been employed at the plant 
of the IHinois Pure Aluminum company. 
Most of the plunder, ‘according to the Le- 
mont police, was disposed of in Chicago by 
the former student, who made two trips a 
week to the city to sell the metal. The ar- 
rest followed information given dy a neigh- 
bor, who told Manager John L. Gallaghet of 
the aluminum company that he had seen 
Ivison carry a suit case from his house twice 
each week, and that it appeared to be filled 
when he left and empty when he returned. 


Metal Carried Away in Pocket. 

_ Ivison was storekeeper of the concern, 
which is one of the largest aluminum compa-~ 
nies in the United States. It was his custom, 
according to Manager Gallagher, to place a 
small amount of the metal in his pockets each 
night when he left the plant and carry it 
home, then later to sell it in Chicago. 
Gallagher for more than six months had. 
been puzzled by the steady loss of metal from 
the place, but for a long time all efforts to find 
the thief failed, despite the strict watch kept 
by officials of the company. After learning | 
from Ivison's neighbor that he carried away 
suit cases filled and returned with them 


empty, 

eon sek ly and he returned to the office, where 
he found Ivison leaving the place. He asked 
him to return to the office, and there accused 
him of stealing aluminum. 

rst Ivison denied his guilt, but later 
admitted having taken aluminum valued at 
$9.50, which he then had concealed in his 
pockets. When a threat was made by Galla- 
gher to search the rooms at his home Ivison 
broke down and confessed having stolen 
quantities. of the metal at Sterent times in 
the last six months. 


Takes to Flight, but Falls. 

While Gallagher and two other men were 
questioning Ivison he surprised them by 
suddenly breaking away. He leaped through 
a window and ran toward the stone quarry. 
Gallagher and the other men chased him, 
but were left behind by the former student, 
whose athletic training stood him in good 
stead. While running through the quarry 
Ivison slipped on a small stone andfell. The 
force of his fal was so great that he was 
stunned for several seconds and his pursuers 
overtook him. 

A short struggle followed, and Ivison was 
overpowered despite his strength. He was 
taken to his home, where $500 worth of plun- 
der was recovered. one suit case being found 
filled with the metal. He was then taken to 
jail. 


EX-FIREMEN AFTER PENSIONS. 


Test Suit to Be Started by Former Chief 
Brenner May Open Two Thou- 
sand Others. 


A sult against the flremen's pension fund is 
to be commenced next week, which if suc- 
cessful will put nearly 2,000 former members 
of the tire department on the pension list and 
will take from the fund a sum estimated at 
$750,000. 

Mathias Brenner, who retired as chief of 
the department in 1879, will be the complain- 
ant in one test suit, which will endeavor to 
have the new pension fund act construed to 
include all men who retired from the depart- 
ment when the old act was in force. Mr. 
Brenner will aue for $50,400 back pension and 
ask to be placed on the list as a pensioner 
at $1,800 a year, or half of what he received 
when he retired in 1879. 

Arthur Caulder, who retired bs captain of 
engine company 32 in 1885, also will be com- 
plainant in a test sult based on the same 
grounds. / 

The forma] demand for back pension will be 
made on City Clerk McCabe on Monday by 
Mr. Brenner and then the suit will be begup 
in the Circuit or Superior court,

think that all this is gone; that this great im- 
mortal man belongs now to history and no longer 
to the present is a truth which we cannot 
realize. 

There are many letters referring to the 
Crimean war. One speaks of the dread- 
ful and incaltulable consequences of war 
weighing upon my heart.“ Another quotes 
Shakspeare’s words, Beware of entrance 
to a quarrel; but being in, bear’t that the 
opposed may beware of thee, as being 
deeply engraved on the hearts of all Eng- 
lishmen. 

Three years later, in 1857, there is this 
reference to the Indian mutiny: 

We are in sad anxiety about India, which en- 
grosses ell our attention. | Troops cannot be 
raised fast er, largely enough, and the horrors 
committed on” poor ladies, women, and chil- 
dren are unknown in these ages and make one’s 
bleed run cold. Altogether, the whole is so much 
more distressing than the Crimea, where there 
was glory and honorable warfare, and where 
peor women and children were safe. 


Grief of Her Widowhood. 


The book ends with the death of the prince 
consort. The queen pours out her whole soul 
to her’ second father, Leopold I, in her 
anguish as she had done in her joy: 

Osborne, 80th. Dec., 1861.-My Own, Dearest, 
Kindest Father: For as such have I ever loved 
you. The poor, fatherless baby of 8 months is 
now at utterly broken hearted and crushed 

My life as a happy one is ended. 


see our pure, happy, quiet domestic life, which 
alone enabled me to bear my much disliked posi- 
tion, cut off at 48, when I had hoped with auch 
instinctive certainty that God would never part 
us, and would let us grow old together. 

Although he always talked of the shortness 
of life it is too awful, too cruel, and yet it 
must be for his good, his happiness. His purity 
was too great, his aspirations too high for this 
poor, miserable world, His great soul is not 
only enjoying that for which it was worthy, and 
I will not envy him, only pray that mine may 
be perfected by it, and fitted by him eternally, 
for which blessed moment I earnestly long.

JEALOUS OF WIFE: BOTH DEAD 


Husband Kills Woman After a 
Quarrel; Then Shoots Self. 


MAN RETIRING, OTHER GAY. 


Strife Common in Home of D. E. Bureh; 
Neighboring Dentist the Cause. 


Jealousy caused another double tragedy in 
Chicago yesterday. Angered because his wie 
refused to leave the city with him, D. E. 
Burch, a mechanic employed at the Illinois 
Central shops at Burnside, shot and killed her 
and then took his.own life. 

Mrs. Burch had been twice married, and 
her first husband also took: his own life. 
This the police learned from letters found 
in the house after the murder and suicide. 

The shooting occurred after Burch had 
given up his place in the machine shops and 
had made a last attempt to have his wife 
leave Chicago and accompany him to Ken- 
tucky. The police of the Grand Crossing 
station who investigated the case asserted 
that Burch had been jealous because he 
thought.a neighboring dentist too attentive 
to his wife. 

Burch, who was 26 years old, and his wife, 
who was 25, are said to have quarreled sev- 
eral times because while the husband was at 
work Mrs. Burch went to dances and other 
places with the dentist. It is said she was 
preparing to elope with the dentist. 

Last week Burch went to Louisville to se- 
cure a position and furnish a home for him- 
self and wife. Before he left Chicago Mrs. 
Burch is said to have promised to accompany 
him when he was prepared to take her to the 
new home. 


Quarrel When Husband Returns. 


Yesterday morning Burch returned to Chi- 
cago. On his way home he heard that his 
wife had been seen with the dentist during his 
absence. Angry words were heard from their 
flat after Burch entered. About 10 o’clock 
a. m. he left and was heard to remark to his 
wife: 

“I am going to give up my job here, and 
we will start for Louisville just as soon as 
you can get ready. You have got to go or 
there will be trouble.“ 

Burch went to his foreman ard gave up his 
position, then returned home. Late in the 
afternoon a mail carrier attempted to deliver 
a letter at the house, but could get no reply. 
Neighbors who had heard the quarrel of the 
morning became suspicious and notified 
Lieut. Crane of the Grand Crossing police 
station. 

A policeman was sent to the house to inves- 
tigate. When he forced open the door he 
found the body of Burch lying on the thresh- 
old of a bedroom. A revolver with two cham- 
bers empty was beside him. His wife was on 
the bed, shot through the head. 

A physician who was called examined the 
bodies and said that the shooting had oc- 
curred about 8 o’clock, two hours before the 
police were notified: 

Louisville relatives of Burch were notified 
by telegraph. 


Husband Retiring, Wife Gay. 


Burch had been employed as a skilled 
mechanic at the railroad shops for three 
years and was noted for his retiring manner. 
His wife, whom he married eight months ago, 
was fond of dances and gayety, and they are 
said to have quarreled frequently because of 
their contrary tastes. 


DRIVEN TO SUICIDE BY DRINK. 


Gustaf Saxelin, Unable to Abstain from 
Liquor, Kills Himself in His 
Family’s Presence. 


Gustaf Saxelin, 45 years old, 4952 Fifth av- 
enue, shot himself dead last night in the pres- 
ence of his wife and two children, who were 
waiting for him to join them at supper. Itis 
said he had become despondent because of 
his inability to abstain from liquor. 

A man, apparently 40 years old, who was 
found ynconscious in Jackson park Friday 
night with a bullet wound in his head, died 
yesterday at St. Bernards hospital. 

William and Dominick Van Bergen, 7145 
Jeffery avenue, went to the hospital and said 
the body resembled closely that of Dominick 
A. Van Bergen, 30 years old, a brother of 
William, but they were doubtful about the 
identification.

TALKS TO IOWA TEACHERS 


Miss Louie Kilbourn Is Elected 
President of Teachers’ Pen- 


* sion Board. 


School Trustee P. Shelly O’Ryan wants a 
new member added to the cabinet of-the 
president of the United States. This, if Mr. 
O'Ryen has his way, will be a minister—in 
Washington they probably would call him 
a secretary—of education. The people's par- 
ty and the labor unions, the Chicago trustee 
maintains, have had little trouble in getting 
respectively departments of agriculture and 
labor, and Mr. O' Ryan feels that the edu- 
oa tors really have something coming to them. 

Trustee O' Ryan divulged his project yes- 
terday in Cedar Hapids, Ta., at the annual 
meeting of the Northeastern Iowa Teachers’ 
association. : 

With our great pride in the public school.“ 
ald Mr. O’Ryan. and with the widespread 
and ever increasing interest in things eduga- 
tional, it seems anomaious that education 
alone, among the great entities of our na- 
tional life, should be denied fitting govern- 
mental recognition. The nation’s money, 
the army and navy, law, agriculture, labor, 
all have voice and influence in shaping the 
nation’s destinies. That which fashions the 
nation’s soul and spirit is ignored. 

Education never will be able to achieve. 
its possibilities—it never can utilize its full 
power or discharge its responsibilities—until 
it is given its legitimate place in the affairs 
of state. The time for disjointed and isolated 
effort in school management is long since 
past. The time has come when the schodl 
systems of the country in all their grades 
should be nationalized. 

“It is not too much for educators to de- 
mand a recognition which the people's party 
and the labor unions apparently had little 
difficuity in sectring.’’ 


Pension Board Election. 

The first meeting of the newly elected board 
of trustees of the teachers’ pension fund, held 
in the morning, resulted in the first election 
of a school employé as president of the pen- 
sion board in the history of the fund. The 
successful candidate was Miss Loule L. Kil- 
bourn, a teacher at the Willard school and a 
former president of the Teachers’ federation, 


the board, was nominated for reslection by 
Secretary Larson of the board of education, 
himself a pension trustee. Secretary Larson 
had hardly finished his remarks when Mrs. 
Serena H. Hayes nominated Miss Kilbourn. 

Everybody—nearly everybody, that is— 
looked at Mrs. Hayes inquiringly, and it ap- 
peared to be up to her to say something. 

Whhy—er, she explained briefly, ‘‘ we 
want a contributor at the head of the board, 
you see. Don't you think 80?“ 

Miss Addams evidently wanted to avoid a 
contest, for she quietly withdrew as a candi- 
date, and Miss Kilbourn was elected. 


Still Using Old Schedule. 

The board directed that the September pen- 
sion payments be made on the schedule in 
force before the passing of the new pension 
law, pending the referring of the matter of a 
new schedule to the proper committee. Her- 
bert Miller, Mrs. Hayes. and Secretary Larson 
were elected a committee to draft a set of 
rules and regulations and report at the next 
meeting of the board. Secretary Larson re- 
ported that the pension fund income for the 
month of September is about $6,600, as 
against an average Income of from $3,000 to 
$3,600 under the old pension law. 


NEGLECT? BUSSE ON WARPATH 
AFTER FINDING BROKEN MAIN. 


Mayor Himself Sees Flood Subordinates 
Overlook and Says “Some One Will 
Lose His Head.“

Three departments of the city hall awoke 

yesterday morning to find they had been 
“ Piperized '’ by Mayor Busse. 

After two hours of verbal explanation one 
Gepartment, the police, was allowed to rest 
in peace, and then two trusty clerks of the 
fire department and the public works bureau 
were set at work transcribing weighty and 
sufficient reasons why a broken water main 
at West Nineteenth and Woods streets was 
not repaired for five hours Friday. 

A fire department operator and the infor- 
mation clerk for the water extension depart- 
ment are wondering if the connection of their 
heads and their spines is firm. 

Friday afternoon Mayor Busse took an 
afternoon trip to the south side. Passing 
Wood street he noticed the broken main 
spurting water on to the street. For two 
blocks each way the street was flooded. 

Some one has been sleeping,“ announced 
the mayor, and then he began an investiga- 
tion, 

“Why. didn’t you report this 
the police department was asked.

Lieut. W. P. Cronan of Battle- 
ship Connecticut Proyes Hero. 


‘LOSES FINGER TO SAVE LIVES 


Places Hand in Breech of Cannon as 
‘Gunner Is Closing Block. 


— —— 


New York, Oct. 19.— [Special. -The lives of 
a score of men might have been sacrificed 
in a second Georgia catastrophe and the su- 
perb flagship, Connecticut, might have been 
partially wrecked during the recent target 
practice off Cape Cod but for the bravery of 
Lieut. William Pigott Cronan. As it was, 
the Heutenant lost the index finger of the 
right hand, a loss that is more serious to a 
fighting man than one imggings. 

One day when all the four 8 inch guns were 
in action, Lieut. Cronan was jn command of 
the starboard after turret. A shot had just 
been fired at the distant target and a num- 
ber of powder bags had been hoisted up 
through the floor from the magazine. All but 
one of the bags constituting a full charge 
had been placed, in rapid succession, in the 
breech of the 8inch guns. Then the remain- 
ing bag was shoved off the ammunition hoist 
into the breech and the gunner. whose duty 
it was to swing the heavy breech block to 
and fasten it securely in place, by twisting it 


form his part. | 
At that moment Lieut. Cronan noticed that 


the last bag of explosive that had been put 
in play must have been torn, for he saw many 
grains of the dangerous stuff glistening be- 
tween the steel threads of the breechlock. 
He realized at once that were the breechlock 
to grind upon these grains, the latter would 
become ignited and explode the entire charge 
of powder in the gun, blow off the breechlock, 
and kill and maim those in the turret, as well 
as ruin both gun and turret. Oblivious of the 
fate that threatened every one in the turret, 
as the gunner was in the act of swinging the 
block Lieut. Cronan rushed forward and 
plunged his right hand between the breech- 
lock and the wall of the gun.

The night was a beautiful one for our 
trip. The sky was cloudless and bright and 
the full moon threw a flood of light over the 
earth that made it easy for us to keep track 
ef our whereabouts. We did notsufferin the 
least from cold. bot | 
Our direction at the start was easterly and 
then the balloon veered slightly to the north- 
east. It was about 1 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing that we passed slightly north of Indian- 
apolis. 

„All during the night we kept at an almost 
-unvarying height of 1,000 feet and swung 
ahead at uniform speed. We crossed the state 
of Indiana in about four hours. ‘Toward 
dawn the balloon showed a tendency to settle 
nearer the earth and also slackened in speed. 

“We crossed the Ohio and Indiana line to 
the northwest of Dayton, O., and passed to 
the north of that city. After having passed 
over Hillsboro we dropped a message with 
the request that it be telegraphed to Chicago. 
Soon after this we came near enough to the 
earth to speak to a farmer and ask him where 
we were, as we had lost our bearings. He 
told us that we were near.New Vienna, O. 

“We then ascended to higher levels and 
continued in a northeastern direction. We 
crossed the Ohio river near Gallipolis shortly 
b- fore 10 o'clock Friday morning.

HOPEFUL PREDICTIONS FAIL.

“The course of stock prices yesterday was 
again disappointing to those who thought 
that short covering might improve values 
and also that the worst must be over, tem- 
porarily at least. 

No such sentiment ag the latter was re- 
flected in quotations. 

And it is highly significant in this connec- 
tion that certain public utterances of persons 
supposed to speak with authority have been 
utterly wrong. One prominent bank official 
predicted earlier in the week that there would 
be no further special cause for worry. He 
saw nothing impending. The next day the 
entire directory of the Mercantile National 
bank was forced to resign before the clear- 
ing house committee would come to its aid 
and prevent its doors from being closed. 
Yesterday a member of the clearing house 
committee said: 

„We helped the Mercantile on Friday and 
also today. We cannot be expected to con- 
tinue helping it indefinitely.” 

Pressed for further expression on the condi- 
tion of the New York banks, the member of 
the committee declined to say whether ald 
had ben accorded in other directions. There 
is little, therefore, in the optimistic expres- 
sions of some of the banking interests. It 
appears to be the old matter of the wish 
being father to the thought. 

After the close of the market advices were 
received from New York that banking senti- 
ment had greatly improved—so does the feel- 
ing of the condemned man when a reprieve is 
granted although subsequently he-may suffer 
the full penalty of the law.

PROPER TO ENJOIN BOYCOTTS. 


United States Circuit C. Court of Appeals 
Confirms the Decision of the Dis- 
trict Branch. 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 19 - The United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals today confitmed the 
decision of the United States District court 
of the eastern district of Missouri, h Iding 
that it was proper to enjoin a labor or iza- 
tion from boycotting a manufacturing tom- 
pany by forcing contr 3 years to discontinue 
the use of its products or to do without labor- 
ers. The suit was originally brought by the 
Fox Bros. Manufacturing company of St. 
Louis, whose goods were boycotted because 
they ran an open shop. 


$10,625-000.000 CONCERNED 
IN YANKEE MEAT INDUSTRY. 


Report of Agricultural Department 
Shows Number of Animals Slaugh- 
tered in 1900 Was 93,502,000. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—A capital of 
510.625 000.000 is direct! concerned in the 
raising of meat animals and their slaughter- 
ing and packing in the United States, accord- 
ing to a report on meat supply issued by the 
department of agriculture. This amount is 
five-sixths as large as all capital invested 
in manufacturing in 1904. Seven-eighths of 
the meat and meat products was consumed 
within this country. The report asserts that 
the welfare of the raisers of meat animals 
and of the slaughterers and packers is de- 
pendent upon finding foreign markets for the 
surplus of the production of meat above the 
home consumption. 

There was a total of 93,502,000 meat animals 
slaughtered in 1900, of which the exported 
live animals numbered 276,000. The dressed 
weight of the 93.502,000 meat animals con- 
stituting the meat supply of 1900 was 16.549,- 
921,000 pounds, of which 14,116 886,000 pounds 
entered into domestic consumption. The re- 

adds: “That meat consumption per 
capita has declined in this country since 1840 
ig plainly indicated.“

KIPLING PRAISE TO CANADA. 


Author Lauds Many Glories of 
Land in Far Northwest. 


SERVANT QUESTION THERE. 


Solution Needed, That Women May 
Aid in Building Future Homes. 


— 


Toronto, Ont., Oct. 19. [Special. I am 
going to bring my boy to western Canada for 
part of his education. It would not be com- 
plete without a few years in that vast coun- 
try of enormous possibilities.’’ — 

Rudyard Kipling, just returned from a trip 
through Canada, said that this evening. Mr. 
Kipling owns land in British Columbia and 
is impressed by its possibilities, This was 
Mr. Kipling’s second interview since his trip. 

From his position of comfort, leaning back 
in a red plush fauteuil, he would bend for- 
ward when emphasizing a point, glare froma 
knitted brow until the point had been made 
clear, when the eyes would shut to open im- 
mediately, the brow would lift with a quick 
action, and the whole face break into a smile 
of Rooseveltian proportions. 


Tell Glories of Northwest. 


people and farms meant prosperity, then I 
should say that Canada is prosperous. What. 
a glorious country it is!’’ he anne. re- 
ferring to the northwest. 

* I could imagine nothing better for a young 
man than to live in a country with such a 
future. Such a difference from the time I 
gaw it before. Then I saw it at rest, but this 
time it was at work, with all the farms taken 
up as far ae the eye could reach, and 80 
many growing centers population. I saw 
the harvesters at work every side and 
could see the smoke of the thrashers back- 
ward and backward until there was just a 
little line on the horizon. The change is the 
most wonderful thing I ever witnessed.’’ 


Servant Question Great Problem. 


Mr. Kipling then went on to describe more 
fully his opinion on the Asiatic problem on 
the Pacific coast. After reiterating his 
statement, made a few days ago, that the 
only solution was the importation of. thou- 
sands of workmen from Europe, he launched 
into the servant question, a natural process, 
az most of the cooks in the northwest are 
orientals, as girls cannot be obtained. The 
servant girl problem on thé coAst, in his 
opinion, is a serious one. 

“While white men are building and de- 
veloping the country the woman is making 
strong the foundations of the state by build- 
ing the home,” he said. “ A woman cannot 
be a homémaker in the highest sense of the 
word and a kitchen drudge at the same time. 
Build and develop and make a nation of your 
country with white men. Make secure its 
foundations by relieving your women of 
drudgery... Give them servants. Use your 
white men to build and develop, use your in- 
ferior people to do domestic drudgery. Don't 
put menial tasks upon your women that will 
exclude from their energies the greater, 
nobler work of making the home.“ 


Marriage Handicaps His Plan. 

Then he touched upon the hardest obstacle 
which this empire and home building plan 
would meet. 

„ Suppose a case. Suppose you could have 
5,000 girls landed here, what would be the 
result?“ asked Mr. Kipling. Many would 
find homes as wives in the settlements of the 
west and the rest would be picked up by the 
factories. There would be no solution to the 
servant problem by this small number, and 
the demand for Asiatics would still continue. 

Tou must take all kinds of immigrants. 
That is one of the obstacles you will have to 
face. A new country must always look two 
generations ahead and will have to put up 
with the unsatisfactory immigrant for the 
sake of what you expect from his son.“ 

“There is growing strength in the cry, 
‘Canada, a white man’s country,’ ’’ suggest- 
ed a listener. 

There is, and you have the opportunity of 
making it 80,“ replied Mr. Kipling. Why 
don’t you do it? You should have an office 
and an agent in every town in Britain and 
ships provided to feteh out the 5,000,000 of 
strplus population from Britain. You can’t 
keep the country to yourselves. If we had 
sailing vessels and thirty-two pound smooth 
bores you could, but you can’t under modern 
conditions, partioularly with other countries 
teeming with people hungry for a place to 
live.” 

“ You had better stick to the immigrant 
from Britain,“ he went on, At least you 
know what he is; you can thace him back for 
hundreds of years. The worst he has done is 
to riot a little and kill a king, and only one 
king.“ . 

Views on Canadian Soldier. 

Mr. Kipling then went on to tell the impres- 
sions he bad gained of the soldier in the 
Canadian northwest. ‘“‘ When ieft to his 
own initiative,“ he said, he ig liable to act 
on impulse. This is a contrast to the Boers, 
who plan every movement deliberately and 
never cease to think. Give them my love, 
and tell them to drill, drill, drill.“ 

The souvermetion touched on public own- 
ership.

LAUDS POLICY OF ROOSEVELT 


J. M. Studebaker Says Another 
Term Would Help Nation. 


BOOSTS JAMES J. HILL, TOO. 


Farmer, Backbone of America, Re- 
fiects Our General Prosperity. 


{BY.CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 19.—Declaring that prosper- 
ity in the United States was due to the re- 
publican administration; J. M. Studebaker, 
president of the Studebaker Manufacturing 
company of Chicago, said tonight: 

In my opinion the American people could 


not do a wiser thing than keep Mr. Roosevelt | 


in office for another term. Conditions are 
such at present that he can right what is 
wrong better than any man who has loomed 
conspicuously before the public, unless that 
man be James J. Hill.’”’ 

Mr. Studebaker’s suggestion of Mr. Hill as 
a presidential possibility followed a dis- 
cussion of prosperity in the middle west and 
northwest, with which ihe Northern Pacific 
railroad builder is particularly identified. 

Mr. Studebaker has just received a digest 
of reports from 6,000 odd agents employed 
by his company throughout the United 
States; from which he gleans the fact that 
there is Mttle real cause for the fihancia] un- 
certainty displayed at the present time. 


Great Prosperity Factor. 

“My agents. come in contact with every 
class of people, including the farmer, and I 
am not exaggerating when I say that Amer- 
ica, particularly the central and western 
states, was never enjoying greater prosperi- 
ty than at the present time,“ he said. 

His representatives find that mortgages on 
farms are, comparatively speaking, as scarce 
as hen’s teeth, and that all the banks of the 
central and western states have plenty of 
money, which they are willing to lend ata 
reasonable rate of interest, and the differ- 
ence between the rate of money in New York 
and Chicago is so great that from indications 
at least it seems that people don’t know it. 

Now that President Roosevelt has mit the 
check bit on the trusts, water will (gen- 
erally let out of the stock of big corpora- 
tions,” he continued, “ and the country will 
attain a more solid financial basis than has 
been known for many years. All talk of the 
bottom dropping out of everything is foolish- 
ness. We have wealth in natural resources 
and a flourishing trade as a foundation, and 
I think it is only wise counsel to remind 
people who seem to be in such fear not to 
make the situation out worse than it 
really is. 

Farmer the Nation’s Support. 

“So far as the prosperity of the farmer is 
concerned, President Roosevelt realizes as 
well as any man that the farmer forms the 
real backbone of the country, and any one 


who doubts the condition of this class may be 


reassured b: the fact that American farmers 
are spending more money now than for a 


long time. As an illustration, I learn from 


my own works at South Bend, Ind., that 
farmers are ordering so many vehicles that 
15.000 orders are unfilled because the fac- 
tories cannot turn them out quick enough to 
supply the demand.“ 

Mr. Studebaker is accompanied by his wife, 
son, daughter-in-law, and Frederick H. Fish, 
with Mrs. Fish. The.party has been on a 
moter tour through France, Germany, Aus- 
trla, and Switzerland.

PUT GERMAN NAVAL BASE 


18 HOURS FROM ENGLAND. 


Readjustment of Conditions in the 
North Sea Decided On by thé Kaiser’s 
Government, 


BERLIN, Oct: 19.—The German govern- 
ment has resolved to readjust the balance of 
naval power in the North sea by transferring 
the headquarters of the German fleet from 
Kiel to Wilhelmshaven, 

This ise an innovation which directly con- 
cerns Great Britain as the only other nava. 
power bordering on the North sea, because 
Kiel is a comparatively remote port in the 
Baltic sea, extremely difficult of access, 
whereas ilhelmshaven is Only 800 miles 
distant from the east coast of England. 

When Wimelmshaven becomes Germany's 
principal naval base the German fleet will 
be in a position to reach England in eighteen 
hours.

British Railway Workers’ Leader 
Fights for Wage Earner. 


BIG. STRIKE MAY COME. 


Recognition of Union Chief Bone of 
Contention with Employers. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. J 

LONDON, Oct. 10.—Almost exactly $26 a 
week is the salary of a remarkable man who 
recently has become, and who is likely to 
remain for soms time, one of the nidst impor- 
tant personages in this country. This 18 
Richard Bell, general secretary of the Amal- 
gamated Society of Railway Servants, and, 
by virtue of his position, a more prominent 
figure in the public eye, fob the time being, 
than the prime minister or the king himself. 

Many weeks must pass before he ts dis- 
lodged from his leading pface in the columns 
of British newspapers. For if there Is to be 
a general railway strike—and that question 
will not be answered finally until some time 
after these lines appear in print—Richard 
Bell will lead the forces of labor to victory 
or dafeat against a combination of capital 
aggregating $5,600,000,000. If ‘a fight be- 
tween.the railway companies and their men 
takes place it will be the most colossal in- 
dustrial struggle that ever has been known 
in the united kingdom. More fear of it 
caused a depreciation of $50,000,000 in the 
value of British railway securities in the 
course of a few days. 


He Is Against Strikes. 


When I called to see him at the London 
headquarters of the A. S. R. S., a batch of 
English reporters were interviewing him on 
the developments of the day; and I-had to 
wait-until they had done pumping him. Now 
around the American headquarters of a pow- 
erful labor organization, when there is a 
crisis at hand, one always finds a lot of 
hangers on eager to load up the journalist 
with tales of grievances and fight-talk. But 
there were no agitators of that sort about 
the offices of the A. 8. R. S. And the staff 
were all busy earning their pay. 

As the door of Mr. Bell’s office opened to 
admit me I caught his last words to the rep- 
resentatives of the London papers. 

Bear in mind that we want to get thie 
thing settled without a strike if poesible. 
Don’t write anything that is going to stir 
up strife and ill feeling and make it harder 
for a policy of conciliation to prevail. Let 
the ink that flows from your pens be as oil 
upon the troubled waters.“ : 

“You are opposed to strikes,“ I said, pick- 
ing up the cue he had given me. 

“A Strike is a form of war—industrial war 
—and war, as your Gen. Sherman said, is 
hell. It is only to be thought of when all 
other means of settling a dispute fail. But 
just as there comes a time when a nation 
feels compelled to submit its cause to the 
abitrament of the sword, so in the struggle 
between capital and labor a crisis may be 
reached when the workers have to appeal to 
the only weapon they can command to which 
the other side is vulnerable—a strike.“ 

“Then you consider that a strike of the 
railway workers is inevitable? 

“Tf the railway companies persist in re- 
fusing to recognize their union—yes. That 
that will be the decision of the ballots now 
in the hands of our members by a full two- 
Ahirds majority I do not for a moment doubt. 


Insists on Recognition. 


“Industrial history proves conclusively 
that trade unions have been a powerful 
factor in securing improved conditions for 
the workers. But to be of material benefit se 
their members they must be ‘ recognized,’ as 
it is termed by the employers. Industrial 
history in England, at least, again proves 
conclusively that it is in those industries in 
which labor is best organized and is afforded 
“the fullest recognition that conditions are 
most stable and profitable and strikes least 
frequent. Of that the great cotton industry. 
and the coal mining industry are shining 


examples. 
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ment of the roads to the men, chaos, and 
bankruptcy.. Such statements are insults 
to public intelligence. The Northeastern— 
the one great trunk railway company which 
recognizes our union—has suffered no 
diminution of dividends or decrease of effi- 
ciency in consequence. The postoffice em- 
ploys more labor than any concern in Eng- 
land. That now recognizes the unions of its 
employes, with the result, as the postmaster 
general has acknowledged, that there is 
much less friction than formerly.” 


Life Story Is Interesting, 


Bell's life story is worth telling in detail. 
He was born in Wales in 1859 of the pro- 
verblally poor but respectable parents 

He mastered the three R's at a national 
school, and at the age of 13 began to fend for 
himself. He entered the offices of the Cy- 
fartha tron works, but after three years’ oc- 
cupancy of an office stool He came to the con- 
clusion that he was not cut out for a clerical 
job, though it carried with it the privilege 
of wearing a frock coat and a top hat and 
posing as a gentleman, 

Quitting his desk he donned working togs 
and enlisted in the army of labor as a fire- 
man for the boilers of a large steel rail mill 
engine. While thus employed he first came 
in contact with trade unionism, The black- 
smiths at the works went on strike. The 
firemen were ordered to act as assistants to 
the blacklegs. Bell refused, not on trade 
union grounds, for of that he knew hardly 
anything at that time, but because he be- 
lieved the strikers were in the right, and it 
was wrong for him to do anythi that would 
help defeat them. 


Begins Career as Labor Leader. 


When he entered the railway service he 
joined the Amalgamated Society of Railway 
Servanta, and was shortly afterwards ap- 
pointed assistant secretary of his branch. 
At Swansea the society had no branches. Bell 
immediately established one and helped form 
others in the district. The men rallied round 
him as the man among them who had best 
demonstrated his fitness for leadership. 

In 1900 Derby sent him to parliament as a 
labor member, and in the g3neral election of 
1906, which proved so-disastrous to many 
representatives of big corporations and vest- 
ed interests in the house of commons, sant 
him back again for another term. 


Has a Worthy Foe.

TIME DESTROYS NOTED PILE 


Verona Grieves Over Prospect of 
Losing Cherished Monument. 


RECALLS: DANTE’S FRIEND. 


Statue of Doge, Can Grande I., Break- 
ing Up Rapidly. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®D.] 

ROMB, Oct. I Verona is at present much 
upset over one of her most magnificent monu- 
ments, which. is precious not only for its 
artistic value but also for its historic asso- 
clations—the equestrian statue of Can Grande 
della Scala. 

All lovers of Dante love Can Grande I., and 
a great doge he was, among the most ad- 
miraible of. the lords of Verona and of the 
Scaligari. He reigned from 1308 to 1825, and 
what endears him tor all time is the fact 
that he gave hospitality to Dante. 

The statue, with the sarcophagus, one of the 
best in all Italy, stands over the door of the 
little church of Santa Maria Autica. and is 
threatened with total ruin. It is not of 
Carrara marble, but of one of the kinds once 
found in Avesa, nearby, and to a certain ex- 
tent it is porous and crumbling, so that the 
frosts every winter open new cracks and the 
winds and storms obliterate the outline. 


Time Ravages Marble Pile. 


If it is not looked to at once a few years 
more will reduce it to a shapeless mass and 
art will have lost one of the most beautiful 
of its Gothio statues. At various times the 
fissures in the stone have been filled in so 
that of the original already only too little 
remains. The heads of Can Grande and his 

steed, however, are as yet untouched, and, 
thanks to the restorations, the whole is per- 
fect in form. 

The statue stands over the sarcophagus and 
{ig surmounted dy a kind of baldacchino or 
canopy supported by columns. The sarco- 
phagus and *baldacchino have suffered no 
deterioration by time and weather, 80 
it is purposed to remove the statue and pre- 
serve it carefully under favorable condl- 
tions, putting in its place an exact. copy. in 
hard marble that the weather will not affect. 


Scheme to House It Opposed. 

Much opposition is made to thig scheme, 
one party saying that the statue should not, 
in the interests of art, be removed and thata 
copy is always & copy, etc.. But these per- 
sons are at a loss to suggest any other plan. 
and it is clear that to leave it in the open 
means to have nothing but a memory within 
a few years and no model for a copy. which 
will then be necessary for the completion 
of the monument as a whole. 

Other monuments of the Scaligari are in 
différent materia! and are not affected in the 
game way: but this is the irony of the situa- 
tion, for, although they are much more pre: 

tentious, they can in no way compare in

NO CHANCE FOR ACCIDENT. 


Officer on Bridge of Vessel Will 
Be Able, by Touching Button, 
to Govern Every Move. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, . Oct. 19.—There now are under 
way in this country experiments which, if 
gu N will mark a new step in marine 
propulsion and achieve results by which the 
Lusitania’s ed record will be put in the 
shade. The keynote of the idea is the ap- 
plication of electricity to turbines, and a 
well known firm of engineersjis equipping a 
vessel with apparatus designed to make the 
test both practical and cemplete, 
The steam turbine is a machine which is 
most efficient when running at high speed, 
while a ship's propeller, on the other hand, 
will not work efficiently at the highest speed. 
If the speed be increased beyond à certain 
point far below the most efficient speed of 
turbine blades the propeller will simply 
churn water instead of driving the ship. 
It ts impossible to gear down from the 
turbine to the propeller shaft, for the horse 
power of marine turbines is too great for any 
practicable form of gearing. Consequently 
the turbine has to be run slowly, and the in- 
evitable loss of efficiency in this direction 
must be put up with. 


Lusitania’s Loss of Power. 


The speed of the Lusitania’s turbines is only 
180 revolutions per minute, and to adapt them 
to these conditions they will have to be larger 
in diameter and have blades greater in seo- 
tional area. This means there must be large 
clearances, and these in turn mean that steam 
entering the turbines at high pressure finds 
ite way towards the condenser without giving 
out the whole of its heat energy. 

It is thought electrical transmission will 
form the link between the swift turbine and 
the slow propeller. The plan upon which the 
firm of engineers which now is preparing 
to make the practical test spoken of is not 
that the turbine should be coupled to the 
propeller shaft, but should drive high speed 
electrical generators and supply current to 
electrical motors for driving the propellers. 
A well qualified engineer further explains 
the idea as follows: | 

För fast passenger boats the arrange- 
ment will resemble that of a modern elec- 
trical supply station, with many units of the 
plant feeding a common system of mains. 
All the turbo-generators will supply the 
commutators on the switchboard so it will 
be — to feed any motor from any gen- 
erator. | 

“The system of supply adopted will be’ 
either continuous or alternating, preferably 
the latter, as higher pressures can be used 
and commutation troubles avoided. Some 
alteration in the disposal of the machinery 
would be necessary, but, on the whole, there 
would be a gain of space. More important, 
however, than any consideration of space, the 
electrical system possesses the advantage 
that the motors can be reversed almost im- 
mediately. 

“The future Lusitania may be driven by 
turbo-generators of 100,000 horse power at 
a speed of thirty knots an hour. Such a 
vessel would have six turbo-generators, each 
of 80.000 horse power, one of which would 
be ‘spare.’ Each of its four propellers and 
shafts would be provided with six motors of 
5,000 horse power, five of which would do 
the work while the other weuld be a ‘ stand- 
by,’ running light, but ready on the pressure 
of . button on the bridge to take up its share 
of duty. : “4 


Makes Disaster Impossible. 
“And bridge electrical transmission will 
mean a revolution in navigation.

CAUSE COLDS IN WINTER. 


London Paper Wonders Why a Wash- 
able Deck Isn’t Put in. Use.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—There is little doubt 
that card parties are a frequent source of. 
common colds, influenza, and catarrh, says 
the Lancet, which, following its custom of 
seeking out dangers that beset mankind in 
the common things of life, this week treats 
of the game of cards from a hygienic point 
ot view. . 

Points in the article are that packs of cards 
which have been circulating for weeks at 
bridge parties sooner or later get soiled by 
contact with the human hand. Prior to deal- 
ing some persons may even be caught moist- 
ening their finger tips with the tongue in 
order to facilitate dealihg. The cards be- 
come discolored, get sticky, and thus form 
a favorable developing ground for micro- 
organisms which are handed over and over 
to partners and opponents of the game, 
serving in tuis way as an effectual means 
of distributing insanitary materials, 

The potentialities of the evil organism are 
encouraged by heated and, as a rule, the 
badly ventilated air. Under the conditions 
of the average card party the vitality of 
the human organism is soon lowered. The 
bacillus soon manifests its triumph in a 
sneeze, catarrh, and sore throat. 3 

Bridge parties are as a rule excellent media 
for the transmission of winter colds and 
more or less serious influenzas. It may be 
wondered why washable blaying cards are 
not introduced, and it might even be made 
a rule that the dummy at 4 round of bridge 
should oceasionally wash the pack when for 
a short time his role of player in the game is 
suspended.

CUBA ASK FOR NEW LAWS 


Tell Magoon Banking, Rail, and 
Other Statutes Are. Needed. 


AGRARIAN LEAGUE PETITION 


Governor Replies He Will Give Their 
Plea Careful Attention. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

HAVANA, Oct. 19.—A committee of the 
Agrarian league, comprising sugar and to- 
bacco growers throughout the island, has 
presented to Gov. Magoon a lengthy petition 
setting forth the need of banking, railroad, 
and agricultural laws. It says that the rail- 
wey law adopted by the Americans at the 
time of their first intervention has become a 
dead letter, and that the advantages granted 
by the reciprocity treaty have been monopo- 
lized by the American sugar refiners. 

It asks that a commission similar to the ad- 
visory commission, Which is drafting eleo- 
tion and other laws, be appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to draft new laws to govern 
the trade relations between the two republics, 
to bring about closer trade relations, and 
finally free trade, which is more important 
than political sovereignty. 

The petition recommends that the Cubarig 
be taught the superiority of economic ad- 
vantages rather than sovereignty, and adds 
that the United States is Cuba’s commercial 
country. It makes an earnest appeal for a 
renewal of the reciprocity treaty on more 
advantageous terms, and dwells upon the 
present bad economic and political condi- 
tions, which are attributed to the lack of 
Cuban congressional legislation and the 
Cuban genius for legislating for political 
preferment rather than for prosperity. 


It declares that the present railway extor- 
tion is fatal to the agricultural] interests of 
the island, and concludes by stating that the 
right of the United States to intervene in 
Cuban affairs involves the duty to save Cuba 
to civilization.

Mr. Borden, in reply, promptly invited the 
minister to ‘ bring on his pretended evi- 
dence, adding that to have a minister of 
justice so reckless and irresponsible ’ was 
a discredit to Canada. The o tion, Mr. 
Borden declared, indicted the government, 
not upon gossip or rumor, but upon public 
records and sworn testimony. At this in 
teresting point Dr. Pugsley jumped into the 
fight. He declared he knew of a man who 
spent $25,000 in corrupting a New Bruns- 
wick constituency to secure his election, and 
the people of Canada would be startled if they 
knew the amount of money expended by the 
conservatives in trying to buy elections in 
1904 “and the way it was raised.” He 
added: I would say $500,000 had been 
raised by corporations and others inter- 
ested.” A few days later he reiterated the 
charges and invited Mr. Borden to force him 
to prove them by bringing a suit for libel 
against a liberal paper that had pub- 
lished them, and he would personally pay 
the damages is they should be adjudged to 
be untrue. 


Official on the Rack. 

Mr. Borden has not yet brought suit, bu‘ 
Mr. Kemp, M. P. for East Toronto, one of 
his leading supporters, taking up the cudgels 
on his behalf at a speech in Toronto, asked 
Mr. Pugsley why, if he had evidence proving

PRISON CAKE WAS LOADED. 


Warder’s Wife Thinks to Eat of It and 
Finds a Revolver and Ammunition 
Intended for a Prisoner.

A book- 
keeper, named Schneider, was awaiting his 
trial, being charged with fraud. As hie 
health was bad his family sent him many 
little delicacies unknown in the prison fare, 
delicacies which, no doubt, the head warder 
shared with him.

huge iced cake appeared. The warder’s chil- 
dren were fond of cake, and so was his wife. 
They therefore determined to keep half of it 
for themselves. Their surprise was great 
when, upon applying a knife to the dainty, it 
stuck just below the icing, and refused to 
go any farther. 
“Tt must be baked to a cinder,” said Mrs. 
Warder. But her good man, suspecting that 
something worse than careless baking was 
responsible for the cake’s hardness, cut 
round the sides, and was rewarded by find- 
ing a revolver and seven cartridges buried 
in the paste. 

When brought up before the authorities 
Schneider confessed that he had intended to 
shoot his guardians and escape from prison 
pefore his trial.

THANKS TO NATION 


First Joint Resolution Passes 
Assembly; Shows Gratitude 
for Grant of Powers. 


TAFT POINTS OUT TASKS. | 


Tells Islanders Future Is in Own 
Hands; Hints He May Not Be 
in White House Race. 


MANILA, Oct. 19.—The first joint resolution 
of the Philippine commission and the assem- 
bly was passed this afternoon. It is ad- 
dressed to the American people, through 
President Roosevelt, and conveys the thanks 
of the Fillpino people for the boon of a na- 
tional assembly. 

There was an enthusiastic demonstration 
for Secretary Taft at a banquet glven in his 
honor tonight by W. Morgan Shuster, a mem- 
ber of the Philippine commission. The speak- 
ers included Seflors Ogmena, the newly elect- 
ed speaker of the assembly, and Gev. Gen. 
Smith. : 

The war secretary made a most significent 
statement during hig address. He was re- 
ferring to the fact that he had already visited 
the Philippine islande three times, and in ex- 
pressing his intention to come again said: 

“I hope in another two years to visit Ma- 
nila again, but then I probably will come asa 
Private citizen.”’ 

The significance of Mr. Taft's remark in re- 
lation to the chances of hia nomination for 
the presidency next year did not seem to 
strike his audience. 

The secretary opened his address by declar- 
ing that the future prosperity of the Philip- 
pine islands depended primarily on the Fill- 
pinos themselves. They must make progress 
as a nation before they could obtain the bene- 
fits realized by other nations, and it was the 
duty of business men and others contemplat- 
ing investment in the Philippines to help the 
natives to better their condition. It was with 
the most intense satistaction that hebcame to 
the islands today and found them quieter 
than ever before in their history. 


Wants People’s Rights Conserved. 
He was glad the embly had been es- 
tablished and ho it would take over 
some of the responsibility of government. 
He said to capitalist@ and others looking for 
franchises and concessions that another 
power had arisen fn the land and that here- 
after they must come to the assembly with 
their requests. | 

He had no doubt the assembly would 
carefully consider all questions affecting 
the welfare of the islands; that it would 
not only look out for the interests of the 
people, but would welcome with liberality 
the investment of foreign capital so abso- 
lutely necessary to the development of the 
Philippines. . 

The existence of the assembly would 
Strengthen the hand of the govermment 
and the government was anxious and ready 
to help the business prosperity of the islands 
in which the people themselves were quite 
as much interested as the merchants. 


Sees Era of Prosperity. 

This was the beginning of a period of pros- 
perity, the speaker asserted, and he trusted 
that under it everybody would be happy and 
content. It had been charged in the past 
that the government had not had proper 
sympathy with the American merchants in 
the islands, but this was not true. There 
could be no prosperity in the Philippines for 
anybody, he said, unless there was prosperity 
for the Filipino people, and when prosperity 
came it would be divided among all whohad 
had the courage to invest their capital and 
work with energy. 

The secretary declared that he was not 
ashamed of anything in the islands, and 
urged the Americans here to make every 
effort to bring the Filipino people to a reali- 
gation of their wonderful opportunities. He 
had been to the Philippines three times al- 
ready, and he hoped in another two years to 
visit the islands again, but he probably 
would come then as a private citizen. 


Gen. Smith Praises Policy. 

Gen. Smith confessed, in his remarks, that 
he was one of those who had doubted the 
wisdom of the policy inaugurated by Secre- 
tary Taft eight years ago, but he now real- 
ized that this had been the only method to 
bring the two peoples, so lately at war with 
one another, to a common ground, 

He said that if one was to judge the future 
by the past, the success of Mr. Taft’s policy 
would be unbounded, and he was thankful for 
the circumstances that had made it possibie 
tor the secretary to participate in the insular 
legislation.

» ESSENTIAL LEGISLATION. 

We do not believe that the people in 
the state of Illinois expect the legislature 
to act upon all of the many recommenda- 
tions contained in the governor’s recent 
message. The legislature met for the pur- 
pose of considering or enacting deep 
waterway legislation, During the recess 


the decision of the Supreme court de- 


claring unconstitutional the primary law 


and the defeat of the charter made neces- 


sary additional primary legislation and 
legislation looking to an increasé in the 
revenue of Chicago. 

The state is heartily in favor of a deep 
waterway. Action on the part of Illinois 
will have an important bearing on con- 
gressional legislation, which will make 
Chicago and other Illinois towns sub- 
stantially ocean seaports. 

There is no opposition to Mayor Busse’s 
bill for a wheel tax. The improvement 
of the city streets will more than pay 
cost.to them. It 
will increase the value of real estate to 
the property owner and will add to the’ 
comfort and health of the great ban of 
citizens. . 

The politicians may not want any direct 
primary legislation. The senate is mak- 
ing ready to butcher any house measure 
looking to that end, but they will be held 
guilty and punished if they carry out 
their intention. The people are tired of 
caucus nominations. They want to have 
something to say about candidates for 
whom they must vote at election. We co 
not prescribe the details of primary legis- 
lation, but other states offer tried and 
practical models which the ee can 
follow. 4 

It must not adjourn until a direct pri- 
mary bill has become a law.

echoed popular sentiment, though in mere- 
ly reprimanding the offenders he doubtless 
took into account the public grievance 
against ticket speculation. N 

The ordinary “barker” d not cus- 
tomarily a pleasant creature who con- 
tributes to the delightful harmony of 
nature. In its unassisted state his voice 
is an affront to public tranquillity. Rein- 
forced by a megaphone it justifies all that 
judicial punishment may put upon it. To 
classify the megaphone as a nuisance is to 
invite its suppression at n unwarrant- 
ed outbreak. 


CONNECT THE PARES. 

The connection of the north and soutn 
side park systems has been talked about 
for a dozen years. Everybody has agreed 
that they should be united and they are 
still disconnected. ge missing lin link re- 
mains missing. 

This is not the fault of the public but 
of its officials. This year the general as- 
sembly enacted laws under which ‘the 
north and south side park boards can pro- 
ceed to unite their respective systems by 
boulevarding Michigan avenue from Jack- 
son street to the river. 

Before the laws were enacted the park 
commissioners had a great deal fo say 


about the desirability and feasibility of 


the project. Since then they have been 
mum. Several plans were submitted last 
spring, when the boards seemed to be in 
earnest about the matter. Most of them 
were foolish, but one at least was sensi- 
ble. The park boards cannot do better 
than to take it up and proceed to carry it 
out. 

Whatever the private views of park 
commissioners may be, they know that 
the public does not wish to have the park 
systems connected by any (aerial sky- 
scraping route. It wishes to have its 
boulevard link on solid ground. It there- 
fore approves of the conversion of Michi- 
gan avenue into a boulevardslink. That 
is the plan for the eee to put 
through. 

While they are resting 4 their oars 
much of Michigan avenue 18 given up to 
trucks and skids and is almost impassa- 
ble for pedestrians or light vehicles. In- 
terference with thé skids was enjoined 
a year or more ago and nothing was done 
to get a decision from the Supreme court. 
Probably they and the other obstructions 
will remain to plague the public until the 
park commissiéners shall have wakened 
up and set about the boulevarding of the 
avenue. They cannot wake up too soon to 
please the community. 


MORE REVENUE FOR THE CITY. 

This year’s assessment will give sensible 
relief to the city’s finances. ‘The increase 
in the valuation of real estate and per- 
sonal’ property will enable the city to 
spend more and borrow more. Unless the 
assessment shall be reduced by the state 
board of equalization, which is unlikely, 
it will be possible to levy taxes for the 
support of the municipal government 
proper exceeding by $859,000 those of this 
The gain will be even greater if 


which are made by the state board shall 
be higher than those of last year. 

The work of the board of review will 
put it in the power of the city to sell new 
bonds to the amount of $2,500,000. This 
removes all doubt as to its ability to put 
up a new city hall building at once. Some 
other improvements, which it was ques- 
tionable whether the city could undertake, 
can now be put through. 

The city will not be the only beneficlary 
of the higher assessment. The county, 
which is poverty stricken, will get about 
$400,000 more and the board of educa- 
tion will have much more to spend for 
educational and school building purposes. 

It is well that there should be more 
money for these purposes, but the com- 
munity will see more easily and enjoy 
more keenly the benefits that will accrue 
from the larger revenue available for cor- 
porate purposes when judit¢iously admin- 
istered by a municipal administration gov- 
erned by business principles. There will 

more fire engines and firemen, More 
will be done in the way of protecting the 
public against impure food and epidemics, 
street cleaning and garbage removal will 
be much better looked after. 

If the general assembly will authorize 
the levy of a wheel tax half a million 
dollars will be added to the city’s rev- 
enues and it would be ppssible to repair 
the decaying pavements. 

The city will still be cramped finan- 
cially. It will not be able to issue bonds 
enough to take care of all proposed im- 
provements, but we have reason to be 
thankful for this crumb of comfort. The 
city ought to be more habitable in the 
future than it has been in the ppst,

Schoenbrunn is an immense building, con- 
taining some 1,500 rooms of various sizes, 
and inasmuch as the description contained 


in the guide books is of the most meager 


order a brief pen sketch of the place may 
be of timely interest. Schoenbrunn is “Bit- 
uated in the western suburbs of Vienna, and 
in olden times, and as late as the thirty 
years’ war, seems to have been used as a 
sort of shooting lodge by the rial family, 
the chateau having been almost entirely de- 
stroyed by fire on the occasion of the siege 
of Vienna by the Turks in 1683. It was re- 
bullt in the early part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, according to the designs of the cele- 
brated architect Fischer von Erlach, to whose 
taste the city of Vienna is indebted for many 
palaces of the great nobles and magnates, 
dating from that epoch, which now adorn the 
metropolis. But it was not completed until 
in the reign of Empress Maria Theresa, who 
used it as a summer residence, and who 
caused the gloriette, or species of semi-cir- 
cular raised gallery surmounting the high- 

est portion of the grounds, to be constructed. 

The magnificent gardens bear the trace of 
the genius of Lenotre, the creator of the 
gardens of the palace of Versailles, and 
since’ the reign of Emperor Joseph II. the 
gardets and also the immense park by which 
the palace is surrounded has been accessible 
to oe general public on certain days of the 
; Among the features of the grounds is 
the beautiful fountain, the schonne brunnen, 

from which the palace takes its name. 


— 

Napoleon I. established his headquarters 
at Schoenbrunn in 1804, and again in 1800, 
bringing on the latter occasion the company 
of the Comédie Francaise from Paris to give 
performanceg in the private theater of the 
palace. It was at Schoenbrunn that his son, 
Napoleon II., duke of Reichstadt, spent his 
entire childhood and youth, occupying the 
same apartment that had been tenanted by 
his father, to whose memory he was so de- 
voted. In fact, he breathed his last in 1832 
in the bed in which his father had slept at 
Schoenbrunn, and it may be stated that he 
was nursed in his last illness by Archduchess 
Sophie, mother of Emperor Francis Joseph, 
and who onthe day before the young duke’s 
death gave premature birth to that equally 
ill fated prince who perished in Mexico under 
the name of Emperor Maximilian, in conse- 
quence of his desertion—some call it be- 
trayal—by Napoleon III. and Empress 
Eugenie. 

A few years later the two eldest sons of 
King Louis Philippe of France—namely: the 
late duke of Orleans and his brother, the 
duc de Nemours, came to Vienna in search of 
wives, and were hospitably entertained at 
Schoenbrunn by Emperor Ferdinand. But 
after the experiences of Queen Marie An- 
toinette, and of Empress 
both of them Austrian archduchesses—the 
Hapsburgs were unwilling to give then 
daughters in marrlage to French princes. 


from this position, and to give a reluctant 
consent to the union of his cousin, Arch- 
duchess Marie Dorothea. to the present duke 
of Orleans, the wedding taking place at 
Schoenbrunn. But the match has turned out 
8 tisfactorily in every respect that the 
— and the princes and princesses of his 
house have never ceased to deplore their 
weakness in giving way in the matter. 


— 

Naturally, the grave iliness of the ola em- 
peror has also had the effect of turning the 
attention of people to that wonderful vault 
beneath the Capucin church at ‘Vienna, 
where, when laid to rest, he will sleep his last 
sleep among the remains of some 1,140 mem- 
bers of the imperial house of Hiapsb Ac- 
cording to an old custom, members of the 
imperial family have to be buried in wooden 
coffins—that is to say, the bodies must ac- 
tually lie in wood, though the outer coffins 
are of metal. The coffins of emperors and 
empresses and of their children are covered 
with black velvet and gold, those of collat- 
eral archdukes and archduchesses with red 
velvet and silver.. Emperor Mathias was 
the first of the rulers of the house of Haps- 
burg to be interred in the vault since its com- 
pletion in 1682. Empress Marla Theresa 
caused it to be considerably enlarged, and 
after the death of her husband, Emperor 
Francis of Lorraine, to whom she was so 
passionately devoted, was wont to visit the 
vault several times a week, remaining there 
for hours atatime. Being stout, she caused 
an elevator to be constructed so as to enable 
her to descend to and ascend from the vault 
without the fatigue entailed by the stair- 
case. On Nov. 2, 1780, she visited her hus- 
band’s tomb for the last time. But in leaving 
the vault the elevator stuck fast three times, 
whereupon she remarked, “I see that the 
vault will not let me out.“ On the second 
day she fell dangerously ill, and before the 
end of the month she was laid beside her hus- 
band in the vault. 

There is only one person not of royal blood 
who Hes buried in that vault—namely: Coun- 
tess Carolina Fuchs, governess of Empress 
Maria Theresa, who out of gratitude or- 
dered that this signal honor should be ac- 
corded to the remains of one to whom she be- 


due. 


— 

The only emperor since Kaiser Mathias who 
is missing from the vault is Ferdinand II., 
who abdicated in 1848, and who insisted on 
being buried by the side of his wife, Empress 
Maria Anna, at Graz. The simplest of all 
the caskets is that of Emperor Joseph II., 
which lies at the foot of the superb tomb of 
his mother, Empress Maria Theresa. His 
coffin is a perfectly plain copper shell. The 
inscriptions on the tombs and coffins are in 
Latin, save in the case of that of Empress 
Maria Loulse of France, consort of the first 
Napoleon, which is in French, while a por- 
tion of the inscription on the metal casket 
containing the remains of the ill fated Em- 
peror Maximilian is in Spanish, and relates 
to his Mexican reign. Several other oc- 
cupants of the vaults besides himself suc-+ 
cumbed to violent deaths, notably Empress 
Elizabeth, who was murdered at Geneva by 
an anarchist; Crown Prince Rudolph, who 
met with such @ tragic death at Meyerling; 
Archduchess Mathilde, who was burned to 
death at Schoenbrunn, through her dress of 
muslin catching fire from a lighted cigaret 
which she was endeavoring to conceal from 
her father; and young Archduke Ladislas, 
popularly known as Latzi,“ who was killed 
by an accidental discharge of his gun while 
out shooting on the Hungarian estates of his 
father, the late Archduke Joseph. Empress 
Dleanor, consort of Leopold I., lies buried 
in the white habit, the iron chain, and the 
death's head of the orders of the 
Servants of Mary, and her coffin bears the 
inscription of Eleanor Magdalene Theresa 
—a miserable sinner.’’ Amore et timore ” 
(through fear and love) constitute the sole 
inscription on the coffin of Emperor Joseph. 
The silver altar is formed of all the silver 
plate of Empress Anna, which she ordered 
© be melted down at W death. 


. Capucins, we: | have charge of the 
vault, were summoned from Rome to Vienna. 
in 1505, and five years later they received 
from Emperor Mathias a piece of land near 
the New Market, on the condition that the 
site should be used for a monastery, a 
church, and a vault for the imperial family. 
Pope Pius VI. is on record as having visited 
it in 1782, and Napoleon I. while at Schoen- 
brunn also went there, and was 80 pro- 
foundly impressed by the somber scene that 
he is said to have exclaimed, “‘ Vanitas vani- 
tatum, omnia vanitas,’’ then after a pause 
he added the characteristic words, “ hors la 
force.“

our world if all the needless fears and frowns 
were chased away. One scowling man, going 
to his work Nee over it, will spread the 
contagion of apprehension and-cowardly fret- 
fulness through almost every group with 
which he mingles. Our mental health has as 
much to do with our success and happiness as 
any other thing. 

The fog that ee us most of all is that 
we cary on our faces, that which rises from 
our heart fears. Once savage man lived in 
perpetual fear of innumerable malignant 
spirits; civilized man Hves in fear of invisible 
and imaginary accidents. For every real 
foe that has to be faced we fight out hypothet- 
ical battles with a dozen shadows. 

Worry is a matter of outlook and habit. 
It depends, first of all, on whether you are 
going to take all the facts into account and 
look on life as a whole, or see only the dismal 
possibilities. Then it depends on whether 
you will yield continually to the blue moods 
that may arise from apprehension or from in- 
digestion until you have become color blind 
to all but the blue things. 

How trivial are the things over which we 
worry, by meang of which we cultivate the 
enslaving habit of worry, whether we will 
catch the approaching car or the one that will 
come two minutes later, whether it will rain 


when we want it to shine, or shine when we 


want it to rain. ' 

How meffective it all is, Whoever by 
worrying all night succeeded in bringing 
about the kind ef weather he wanted? More 
than that, it is fatal to successfully accom- 
Plishing those things that do lie within our 
power. The worry over catching aa train or 
doing a piece of work so agitates the mind 
and unsettles the will that it reduces the 
chances of efficiency. 

But there are larger causes of worry than 
these, sickness, loss, impending disasters. 


Yet how futile to help and how potent to in- 


crease these ills is worry. The darkest days 
and the deepest sorrows need that we should 


be at our best to meet them. To yield to fear 


and fretting is to turn the powers of heart and 
brain from allies to enemies. 

No occasion is so great or so small that 
we can afford to meet it either with fear or 
without forethought. Theimperative obliga- 
tion to mak the most of our lives is not met 
by apprehending the worst, but by doing the 
best we can. We have no right to give to 
forebodings the time and force we need for 
preparing for and actually meeting our 
duties. 

The best cure for worry is work. In the 
larger number of instances if we but do 
our work well we shall have no need to worry 
over the results. Much of our fearful fret- 
ting is but a confession of work illy done and 
the apprehension of deserved consequences, 

Then faithful work; by absorbing the 
thought and energies cures the habit of 
worry. It is the empty mind that falls first 
prey to foreboding, and is most easily filled 
with the specters of woe. Doyour work with 
all your might; let it go at that, knowing that 
no amount of further thought can affect the 
issue of it. 

No matter how dark the way, how empty 
the scrip, the cheerful heart has sunshine and 
feasting. And this not by a blind indiffer- 
ence, a.childish optimism, but by the blessed 
faculty of finding the riches that are by every 
wayside, of catching at all the good there isin 
living. If you would dispel your gloom and 
depreciate your burdens, begin to appreciate 
your blessings. Do your best, seek out the 
best, believe in the best, and the best shall be.

of all the royal pefsonages of Europe 
there is none that commands just at present 
such a widespread interest as Francis Fer- 
The grave iliness of 
his uncle, Emperor Francis Joseph, broken 
by age and by sorrow, has had the effeet ot᷑ 
focusing the attention of the old world and 
of the new upon his successor, and although 
the latter is in his forty-fifth year, the most 
extraordinary ignorance prevails, not only 
abroad but even in Austria and Hungary 
themselves, concerning him. 

In fact, it is difficult to recall any prince 
who has come to the throne in mature man- 
hood about whose personality, character, 
political views, tastes, and even environ- 
ment, 80 little is known. Indeed, he is almust 
am enigma, not only to his countrymen but 
also to foreign nations, and the political 


outlook of Europe would appear clearer ‘o 


the puzzled statesmen in the various capitals 
of the old world if they possessed more in- 
formation concerning Francis Ferdinand 
and had some data on which to base their 
speculations as to the probable course of the 
polity which he will inaugurate as ruler of 
the dual empire. 


se 

Before going any further it may be as well 
to explain how it has been possible for a 
prince of the rank of Francis Ferdinand to 
surround his existence with such an amount 
of mystery. It is not that he is secretive or 
that he has pursued methods of the late 
King Louis of Bavaria, whose horror of pub- 
licity was so great that he was wont to es- 
tablish his abode in the most inaccessible 
mountain fastnesses and never to drive 
abroad save in the middle of the night. It is 
merely that in Austria a great gulf exists 
between the reigning house and the re- 
mainder of mankind: 

Not that the Hapsburgs are arrogant On 
the contrary, they are most kindly and un- 
affected, with even the lowest classes. They 
are, however, somewhat Olympian in their 
relations to the aristocracy and to the bour- 
geodisie, and there is but little of that close 
and intimate friendship which unites the 
patriciate to the members of the reigning 
house in other monarchies, The Austrian 
nobles are faithful, devoted, and loyal re- 
tainers of the Hapsburgs, but always remain 
in the role of servants. There is no question 


of their being the peers of the sovereign and 


of his family, as in other countries, and the 
relations are perhaps best illustrated by the 
response given by an archduke at a popular 
féte to a newfledged baron, who, with the 
tactlessness of the parvenus of his kind, had 
taken it upon himself to deplore the pres- 
ence of so many of the common herd, inti- 
mating that their contact must be disagrce- 
able to the prince. 

Not at all,“ the latter exclaimed genially. 
It we members of the imperial family were 
to be restricted to the companionship of peo- 
ple of our own caste we should be obliged to 
spend most of our days in the vaults of the 
Capucin .church ’—where so many hundreds 
of the Hapsburgs sleep their last sleep. 


— 

Then, too, the serious illness which over- 
took Francis Ferdinand shortly after the 
tragic death of Crown Prince Rudolf com- 
pelled him to lead for several years a quiet 
and retired life. It was a malady of such 
gravity that it was regarded for a time as 
eliminating. him from all consideration in 
connection with the succession to the throne. 
Contrary to general expectation, he recov- 
ered, and his convalescence was signalized 
by a romance in which Countess Sophie Cho- 
tek, daughter of a former Austrian minister 
plenipotentiary at Dresden and one time 
lady in waiting. to Archduchess Frederick, 
was the heroine. 

Francis Ferdinand insisted upon making 
the countess his wife. By a morganatiec alli- 
ance only could he do this, and all sorts of 
obstacles were placed in the way thercof, 
mainly of a dynastic, political, and also of a 
more personal character. The dynastic and 
political objections tꝗ the match were due to 
the fact that he waSdestined to succeed the 
present emperor on the throne of Austria 
and of Hungary. ~ 

The personal opposition came largely from 
his relatives, especially from Archduchess 
Frederick, who, after his refusal to wed 
Archduchess Maria Dorothea, now duchess 
of Orleans, had counted upon his marrying 
one of her daughters, and who was terribly 
disappointed to find that they had been cut 
out, so to speak, by her lady in waiting. Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, however, ultimatcly 
gave his consent to the match upon the 
archduke’s registering a solemn oath on the 
gospels and in writing, in the presence of 
the princes of his house and of the great dig- 
nitarles of the realm, whereby he pledged 
himself that on becoming emperor he would 
never take advantage , thereof to raise his 
morganatic wife to share his throneor would 
seek to endow any sons born of the union 
with rights to the crown. ' 

lies | 

Mereover, he renounced in the name of 
his unborn children all pretensions to im- 
perial rank and to the scepter. The difficul- 
ties which he had encountered in marrying 
the countess, the anomalous position as- 
signed to her as his morganatic wife, where- 
by she was deprived of any share in his 
honors as a member of the reigning family, 
and the affronts to which she was subjected 
by certain of his relatives, as well as by 
some of the great nobility, who resented the 
idea that a mere Bohemian Countess Cho- 
tek should become the wife of their future 
emperor, all contributed to keep the arch- 
duke in the background during the first few 
years of his wedded existence. Also he 18 
exceedingly domestic in his tastes and has 
been in the habit of devoting all the time 
that he could spare from his representative 
and official duties to his wife and little ones.

The — 
egotist’s philosophy always is to take a chance ae Rg 
at it.” He forgets that one of the bulwarks of a 5 
business is to avoid the element of chance just as 
far as order, judgment, and system will admit. 
Egotist that hp is, the man of this type forgets 
that to the sane, conservative man of business 
egotism is offensive, while to the men of his own 
kind it can be only an irritation at best.

its law.” This “ insignificant” man, so-called, can pierce the Alps and 
hurl his trains through its heart, and drain all the life blood from its 
chalice, and he it is that has power and dominion over the Alps, 
making them a footstool beneath their engineer king.

City for Championship Game. 


CONTEST IS SET FOR NOV. 3. 


Chicago Officials Seek to Revive Sport 
in This Section of Country. 


The first championship hurling contest 
ever played outside the British isles will be 
contested for by teams representing Chi- 
cago and St. Louls at the Mound City on Nov. 
8. Should the Chicago team, which will be 
composed of players picked from three local

teams, win the contest by a big margin it 


may be sent to Ireland to play for the cham- 
pionship of the world. 

Hurling, the national game of Ireland, is 
played in few cities in the United States, 
while every hamlet in the Ould Sod has its 
team. The game here is controlled by the 
Gaelic Athletic association and most of the 
players who have taken up the game in Chi- 
cago have played on champion teams in 
Ireland. 

The game to be played at St. Louls next 
month is the result of a challenge issued by 
the Gaelic Athletic association of the Mound 
City to the Gaelic Athletic association of 
Chicago. Both associations will put picked 
teams in the field and both have hopes of 
landing the contest, which is no more than 
natural, since all the players will be Irish. 

It is only in the last two years that Chi- 
cago has revived hurling, it having 
been given a thorough rest for ten years. 
Before that time it was in a flourishing con- 
dition and there were many teams playing. 
There are now only three teams in Chicago 
and these have played infrequently. 


Twenty Players Picked. 


Twenty of the star players of these three 
teams, the Dalcassiang, O’Mahoneys and 
Shamrocks, have been chosen as the team 
to represent Chicago in the coming contest. 
Seventeen men will be given regular posi- 
tions while the others will be carried as sub- 
stitutes. Eight men have been chosen from 
the Deleassian team, eight from the O’Ma- 
honeys, and four from the Shamrocks. 

The team will be managed by John T. Cahill, 
the present secretary of:the United Irish 
Societies of Chicago, and Tom Murphy, cap- 
tain and forward of the Dalcassian team, wil] 
lead the picked team. Murphy ts picked as 
the best hurler in Chicago and is said to be 
the real star of the aggregation, 

Patrick J. O'Donnell, Daniel Hanrahan, 
president of the Gaelic Athletic association 
of Chicago, and the Rev. Father J. K. Field- 
ing are promoting the match and will make 
the trip to St. Louis. They also will journey 
to Ireland should that trip be definitely de- 
cided upon. These men are as much in- 
terested in the outcome of the game at St. 
Louis as the players, and say they will show 
the people back in Ireland that hurling on 
this side of the water is of the same standard 
as in the home of its birth. 

A party of forty persons will make the trip 
to St. Louis, and each member fs of the opin-

Hurling made its first appearance in Chi- 
cago in 1888. The first hurling games were 
played on the grounds at Thirty-ninth street 
and Wentworth avenue, where the south 
side ball park is now. 

Hurling is played with seventeen men on 
a side on a field 90x180 yards. Goals are 
stationed at each end, through which the ball 
has to be driven to count. In principle the 
play is similar to field hockey, the main dif- 
ference being that the ball is larger and the 
sticks much broader at the base. 

Players when not pressed can catch the 
ball and hit it up the fleld in the same manner 
as a baseball player bats fungoes. When 
the ball goes over the goal line it is put into 
play again by being batted out this 
manner.

No FAULT OF MANAGERS. 


Conditions Arise Which Make 
Changes in the Entry Lists 
a Necessity.

There was nothing of consequence in the 
trotting or pacing line during the second week 
of the Lexington meeting, the results of the 
frst five days showing conclusively that 
in all the later events, save possibly the 
colt stakes for trotters, certain horses were 
bound to win. And, as is ordirmarily the case 
at well conducted trotting meetings, the in- 
dicated form was followed. Jack Leyburn 
won the Walnut Hall Farm cup, just as his 

. race of the first week foreshadowed, and 
the purse events were in the main not marked 
by uncertainty. . 

That the meeting, which easily is the most 
important event of the harness turf, should 
dave been less interesting than usual was 
due to no fault of the management, as the 
entry list included practically all the high 
class trotters and ‘pacers in the land. But 
conditions arose which made a material 
change in some of the races that were re- 
garded as certain to bring out the best con- 
tests of the meeting, leaving them practical- 

- ly barren of interest. 

For example, take the first race in which 
Sonoma Girl and Highball were booked to 
come together. This was the Transylvania, 
an event that in previous years has furnished 
some of the greatest contests in the history 
of trotting. When Tiverton and Sweet, Marie 

“were pitted against each other in this race 
the first three heats of a historic five heat 
battle were trotted in 2:05%, 2:04%, 2:05, 
and right here it might be well for the ad- 
mirers of both Highball and Sonoma Girl to

She was beaten in the Futurity, but 
in the next 2 year old race of the meeting— 
in which, however, she did not meet Tramp- 
fast or Thistle Doune—she lowered the race 
record for 2 year old trotting fillies from 
2:14 to 2:18%, after which she was beaten 
by Binvolo in 2:15, 2:16%, finishing second 
and sixth in those miles. 


Binvolo a Real Crack. 


The race shows Binvolo to be a real crack, 
and I do not recall another third heat by a 
2 year old as good as hers. She ts a full sis- 
ter to Bisa, the filly which was second to 
Gen. Watts in the 8 year old futurity, and 
concerning whose blood lines and the manner 
in which she was trained I gave an account 
last week. By a son of Bingen and out ofa 
daughter of Kremlin, these two fillies easily 
are the best pair of sisters of their respective 
Ages to have appeared on the turf in one 
season, and that there are more of the same 
sort at the Allen farm, where they came 
from, was demonstrated to me by Mr. Allen 
when he showed a list of eight yearling 
trotters by Bingara and from Kremlin mares 
that the week previous to the Lexington 
meeting had worked eighths in from :17% to 
220% —4 showing I have never seen equaled.

With the pacer Citation, 
McMahon has not lost a race this year, al- 
though the mare opened her campaign the 
first week in July, and I think the same ig 
true of Hedgewood Boy and Lady Maud C. 


Makes Record Under Saddle. 


One of the features at Lexington over- 
looked in the dispatches was the lowering of 
the world’s record by a pacer\under saddle 
to 2:12. Kruger, whose harness mark ig 2:04, 
and which is a remarkably steady going 
pacer, was the horse which did the trick, 
and he was ridden by H. K. Devereux, the 
Cleveland amateur reinsman, who also is a 
finished artist in the saddle. It is a number 
of years since a try at the saddle record for 
pacers was made, the last performance of 
that sort being the 2:13 of Johnston (whose 
harness record was 2:06%), with George 
Starr astride him.

Schaefer and Sutton Will Play for the 
18-1 Balk Line Championship 
on December 2. 


Arrangements have been perfected to de-

Promoter Alex | Greggains 
Gets Permit for a Fight 
at San Francisco. 


HUNTING AN ATTRACTION. 


Agent Is Sent Here in an Effort 
to Match McFarland and 
Jimmy Burns. 
pace

When Maj. Taylor was appointed by the 
citizens’ committee to serve as mayor of 
San Francisco he announced that any indica- 
tion of a fake in connéction with a boxing 
contest would result in the suppression of 
the game. The mayor, it appears, did dis- 
trust the honesty of the last Jimmy Britt- 
Batling Nelson battle before it took place, 
and thought the indifferent way in which the 
men went through the forms of trajning pre- 
cluded the possibility of good condition when 
they entered the ring. The men, it will be re- 
membered, were away above weight several 
days before July 8, the date the articles 
stipulated the fight was to be held, and his 
honor looked with suspicion on the event. 

The fight, however, was postponed and was 
honestly contested. The mayor’s attitude, 
nawertiveled, gave the promoters a scare, but 
they felt more at ease after Jimmy and Bat- 
ling finished their mill. Matters pertaining 
to the game looked more rosy after that bat- 
tle, as the mayor, it seems, was convinced 
that it was contested on its merits. At any 
rate, nothing more was heard from his honor 
regarding the stoppage of the game, but 
when the promoters asked the new: board of 
supervisors for permits they were confronted 
with another snag. | 

The old board, it was loudly whispered, was 
getting a rakeoff on all fights, and as the 
new board intended to conduct its business on 
straight lines it hesitated about granting per- 
mits, fearing the citizens’ committee would 
haul the board members over the coals. 
This stand by the new board gave Jim Cof- 
froth, with his fighting arena in San Mateo 
county, a monopoly of the game, and natural- 
ly compelled the Frisco promoters to get 
busy with their political pulls. | 

Their pulls must have been strong, as Alex 
Greggains has succeeded in securing a per- 
mit for next month. Alex, however, is like 
the muzzled man with a square meal set be- 
fore him—he has it, but it is of no use to him, 
at least not at the present writing, as he 
finds it difficult to secure a match. He sent 
his man Friday, Mark Shaughnessy, east to 
inveigle Packey McFarland into a match 
with Jimmy Burns (George Memsic), and 
also wired Jack Curley to talk shop to the 
Chicagoan.

Twenty-one. Events Already Are 
Billed for the Fall, Win-. 
ter, and Spring. 


Chasing on the heels of the last of track 
racing and not waiting for the reliability 
run and economy test seasons to end, the 
show circuit is at hand and the business 
end of the motoring industry is of neces- 
sity busy.

Mis synditate also acquired timber holdings 
in the south, until now nobody knows how 
many acres he has nor how many billions and 
billions of feet of lumber his mills may saw 
up. Weyerhaeuser has many irons in the 
fire. They say he owns bank shares and rall- 
road stocks. He has many partnerships. It 
would be difficult if not impossible for him to 
estimate his own riches. 

“T have got enough to pay my debts and 
have a little left to live on,” he is reported 
to have said. 

A conservative figure places his wealth at 
$200,000,000. A liberal estimate is $1,000,- ° 
000,000. 

It is like this,.“ says a Rock Island lumber 
man, himself a millionaire, and who has 
known Weyerhaeuser for fifty years and has 
followed his career, sometimes as a rival and 
sometimes with affiliation, but always with 
keen interest. It is like this. When a man 
has money and mortgages, and stocks and 
bonds, you can figure on what he is worth 
and name the sum in dollars. But it is hard 
to estimate the Weyerhaeuser holdings.

Holdings Double in Value. 

“We know they are worth hundreds of 
milliona. If they are not worth a billion this 
year they will be next year. In time—who 
knows how soon they will be worth two 
billions. Nvery few years they double in 
value. And, then, a million dollars in the 
tree may be worth a billion in the lumber 
yard. The Weyerhaeusers are not selling 
their trees. They are sawing them up. Per- 
haps his income is not as great as Rocke- 
felier’s, but his wealth is increasing at a rate 
that would make the Standard Oil magnats 
dizzy.” 

There it is. If Weyerhaeuser is not a bil- 
Honaire this year he will be next year, or 
maybe the year after, unless the price of 
lumber should fall or his forests be destroyed 
by fire.

Judge J. H. Cleland, who has been assessor ~ 
at Rock Island off and on ever since the war, 
says that Weyerhaeuser cannot be called a 
tax dodger, since he pays about one-fifth of 
the taxes of the town.

Next week the nature of the move began 
to reveal itself.

That 
looked a little queer, for we couldn't notice 
that there had been any decrease in the 
amount of stuff we were called upon to get 
out, but the men in the shipping room don’t 
pretend to know what's going on in the sales 
department, and we explained it among our- 
selves by saying that probably business would 
begin to drop off after that week.

We began to get a little puzzled when at the 
end of that week two more men found the 
blue slips in their pay envelopes telling them 
that their services no longer were required. 

We worked three nights next week, and it 
was in the middle of the month, when we 
never before had been called upon to do an 
extra hour. We had to work now, however, 


to keep even with the freight orders, the ab- 


semce of the four mén making such a hole in 
the shipping force that we couldn't keep even 
otherwise. And that Saturday they let an- 
other man go, making a total of five out of 
twenty and leaving fifteen men to do what 
had been a full week's work for a score. 

There would have been a kick then it it 
hadn't been for the raise we had just re- 
eeived. But that unsolicited and generous 
advance had convinced us instantly that we 
were working for a square and liberal house, 
and it was natural for us to put a favorable 
construction on anything that they did. In 
fact, we were glad to see that the expected 
drop in business turned out to be a false 
alarm, and that instead there was a consid- 
erable increase.

Worked Three Nights a Week. 

So the kick about being short of help in the 
shipping room was delayed for two weeks 
more until we were working three nights of 
every week till 10 or 11 o’clock and rushing 
Hike fiends all day to keep even with our 
work.

Freight Men’s 


Titanic Task 


nin go and Loaders of Chicago Handle 
Hundred Million Pounds for a Day’s Work. 


By Clinton Franklin. 


T is estimated that the railroads of Chi- 
Cago at the fifty-two freight stations 
handle nearly 100,000,000 pounds of 
“less than carload freight every twen- 
ty-four hours, in and out. All this freight 

must be handled over the platform, checked 
and delivered, received and loaded, and in 
the matter of outgoing freight, started to its 
destination on the first outgoing train. In 
the matter of competitive business—that is, 
business destined to a point where two or 
more lines compete, the question of time en- 
ters largely into the success of the agent 
whose duty it 18 to solicit such shipments. 
This is more true since the passage.of the 


Hepburn bill than in the days when rebates 


and free transportation were ann with 

a lavish hand. 

The outbound “legs carload business of 
a single Chicago trunk line averages nearly 
5,000,000 pounds a day, and its inbound 
freight will total nearly 8,000,000 pounds. 
This ayerage will hold good during the en- 
tire year, so that during the busy season the 
total is much higher than the average. To 
handle this outbound business 400 cars are 
necessary and 76 checking and receiving 
clerks, and 225 truckers are employed in 
loading the freight, which is delivered by 
2.800 ann. 


‘Truckers Work 1 Two Shifts. 

The railroads @mploy truckers and load- 
ing clerks in tod shifts, one going to work 
at midnight and the other at 7 a. m. “On 
the receiving side, or inbound freight, there 
are 40 checkers and 115 truckmen employed 
during the morning hours, the total being 
reduced materially after noon, the men go- 
ing to the outbound sheds. The morning 
hours at a freight station are the busiest on 
the delivering side, where the inbound 
freight is unloaded and turned over to the 
@raymen for delivery to the various firms, 
the cars having been placed during the 
night. The larger firms have certain sec- 
tions, where all their freight is placed as 
goon as taken from the cars, while the stuff 
for the smaller shippers is scattered over 
the entire platform. 

When the cars containing the inbound 
freight are delivered to the platform a rec- 
ord of the seals protecting the car doors is 
made, and then begins the unloading. The 
checking clerk stands at the door of the 
car with the waybille and checks the con- 


_pignments ag they are unloaded and at the 


same time notes on the waybill the post 
number at which the goods are placed, 
which notation also appears on the ex- 
pense bills, so that the delivering clerk in- 
stantly can locate the cones 
* 

Easy to Tangle Aan Freight. 

It ts on the forwarding side of a large 
freight station where it is necessary to have 
men of quick wit in order to keep from tying 
up the business into «a hopeless muddle 
which may take days to untangle. The rea! 
work does not commence before noon, though 
there is considerable freight delttvered during 
the morning, as many.ef the wagons of larger 
firms haul both way! but it ts in the after-. 
noon when it is necessary cometimes to have 
policemen in order to break the blockade of 
wagone: in the narrow streets. It was this 
congested condition which led the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce to device 
routes of approach to Re various freight sta- 


tions, which, having received police sanc- 
tion, bas gre&tly relieved the congestion and 
made it easier for the rallroade, as it enables 
the loading of the freight in time for the first 
pull. 

The first act in the morning is that of the 
switching crews placing the cara. The house 
track holds forty cars and the two additional 
tracks a Hke number, and they are so ar- 
ranged that the doors of the three cars are 
opposite each other. The outside line usu- 
ally le the first to be loaded, and the loading 
men can be working on the other two lines 
While the switchmen are pulling away the 
outside string and placing another. The 
loading and pulling is so arranged that the 
switchmen and the loading crews do not have 
an Idle moment during the time they are on 
duty. Sometimes it i# possible to load the 
care in trains, so that when they are pulled 
from the station all that is necessary is to 
attach an engine and caboose and send the 
train on to its destination. 

* 
Loading Clerk Almost a Genius. 

When the cars are placed it is the duty of 
the loading men to know the location of each 
car and the freight to be loaded into it. This 
can only be done by a certain knowledge of 
the location of the stations of the road, but 
the leader soon gains this knowledge and 
can tell the post number at which every car 
is located and whether on track one, two, or 
three. It is on his orders the trucker de- 
pends for the right delivery of his ioad, 


‘though there usually is a boss truckman of 


each crew who superintends the loading and 
thus acts as a check on the work of the 
loading clerk. ‘

How Local Freight Is Handled. 

The local car will contain freight for all 
Points between Chicago and the destination 
of the car. In a car to Waukegan the freight 
for. that point would be loaded in one end 
and that for the, next heaviest point in the 
other end, while that for the remaining sta- 
tiong between would be held on tne platform 
until the last minute and then so loaded that 
freight for the nearest station would be at 
the door. 

At some stations the receiving and loading 
clerks are the same. The receiving clerk, 
when the freight is placed on a truck, checks 
the goods and has them run on the scales, 
noting the weight opposite. the article, giv- 
ing the teamster the original shipping receipt 
and Gepositing the duplicate in a box attached 
to the scale or on a spindle, to be removed 
later by the loading man, who will note there- 
on the car number and then send it to the 
local office, where the billing clerks will make 
manifests showing weight, rate, and freight 
charges, which must accompany the cars 
containing the freight. 

The loading In a Chicago freight -house 
usually is completed by 7 p. m., and the last 


pul is made by the switching crew a little 


after that hour. Then comes the work of 
making up the trains, which has been simpli- 


fied by the placing of the cars at the freight- 


house, but the carload freight which has been 


loaded on team tracks and at warehotises of: 


the shippers has been collected and place 
made for them in the trains, but so well has 
the intricate system been worked out that 
each day’s business is taken care of within 
its allotted time and seldom is anything left 
over for the next day.

Would you stay in jail eight years for $500,- 
0007 Would you wear 4 felon’s stripes for 
$1,000 a week? Or wouldn’t you? 

That's the way Adams earns his money. He 
ts doomed to stay in jail for a period of eight 
years. When he gets out he will have the 
hang dog air of the jailbird. He will walk 
with the betraying lock step. He will have 
his head shaved: He will be tainted with 
eight years of prison life, and perhaps he will 
think that he paid dearly enough for the for- 
tune that will be waiting for him when he lays 
aside the stripes. : 

Adams was a clubman, a society man, and 
a good fellow while he was cashier at the 
Seattle government assay office. He began to 
invest in Seattle property, saying that he had 
inherited a fortune from some deceased Kins- 
man in theeast. His business judgment was 
good and his investments put him in the way 
of becoming a rich man. 

Then suspicion fell upon the assay office. 
The Alaskan miners complained that some- 
body had been substituting black sand for 
the gold dust they sent in for assay. The 
crime was traced to Adams and he confessed 
to having taken $35,000 worth of the precious: 
dust. Afterwards he took back his confes- 
sion. But he was tried and convicted and 
sentenced to MeNell's island federal prison 
near Tacoma for a ten year term. He now is 
serving his time, which will be reduced to 
eight years for good behavior. 

The government, on behalf of the miners, 
lays claim to $28,000 worth of gold dust found 
in Adams coal bin at the time of hig arrest. 
Even if this claim is allowed—and this is a 
matter of great uncertainty, because Adanii’ 
lawyers are fighting it in court—but even if 
the claim is allowed it will not reduce Adama’ 
fortune materially. His investments, made 
long before there was any suspicion against 
him, are believed to have been made with the 
purloined gold dust, but this is a matter im- 
Possible to. acer.

The convict’s real estate holdings | 3 
are increasing in value every year, and his 
industrial stocks are gilt edged. That he 
Will be worth $500,000 when his time is out 
is a most conservative estimate. He can’t 
spend his profits, even if he would, and his 
half million dollars will be lying beneath his 
hand when he comes out of jail. With a halt 
million he believes that a man ought to bea 
respectable citizen, even if he has the taint 
of the jail upon him. He figures that his 
friends and neighbors will forget his crime 
when they hear the jingle of his money. 

Adams’ theft was one of the cleverest in 
the history of criminal jurisprudence. His 
peculations went on for no one knows how 
long, and the government experts declare 
that if he had been satisfied with small and 
steady profits he might have kept up his 
stealing forever. But he became greedy 
and wanted to get rich too fast. Some folke 
go so far as to say that it was a business 
proposition with Adams. 

They say he figured it out that he could 
make himself rich and then serve his term 
in the penitentiary and earn money faster 
than he could in any other way.

He’s Not Pining Away. 

Adama is determined that he will not atow 
his prison life to wreck his nerves or ruin 
hig health. He is trying to avoid worry. He 
has been given charge of the prigon’s chick- 
ens, and js making a fad and a study of the 
poultry business. His work keeps him out in 
the open air, and the time does not pass so 
slowly, considering the fact that he earns 
$167 a day, rain or shine. 

Adams is a married man, and it is Worts 
in Seattle that his wife will sue him for a 
divorce and insist upon having her share of 
his property. But Adams’ friends deny this. 
They say that she loves him in spite of his 
crimes, and that she will wait patiently for 
the end of his prison term, and that then they 
will take their money and go away to some 
distant city, or perhaps to a foreign land 
where they are not known, and livein luxury, 
perhaps under an assumed name. 

But even if Adams is compelled to share 
with his wife he will not be go badly off when 
the day of his liberation comes, 

But would you, or would you not, Ike to be 
m Adams’ shoes? Would you like to Ife {1 
jail, with all your expenses paid, at a 81.00 
a week? Or would you prefer to take your 
little $18 and skimp along the best you could. 
trying to solve the perpetual problem of mak- 
ing a weak week's salary last you for seven 
days? 

From a purely business point of view the 
matter might be open to debate. Most of us 
would be willing to undergo greater hard- 
ships than life in jail for $1,000 a week. 

But there are penaities that Adams has 
paid, that he must continue to pay: loss of 
good name and respect of his neighbors and 
himself, and he is a queer man if he would 
not like to wipe out the past. If he could 
begin all over again he probably would try

LERKS, salesmen, and the general run 
of salaried men are too apt to com- 
plain that the opportunities in their 
particular line of endeavor are being 
exhausted. The cold, unyielding de- 

mand for specialization, they say, has shorn 
them of many responsibilities which in the 
old days led in time to higher place and re- 
muneration. 

The fact is that no view could be more 
erroneous. After an experience of thirty 
years in a big department store I have come 
to see many things in a new light, and this 
problem is one upon ich I have acquired 
new and, I believe, 8 1 viewpoint. 


Big Sede Want Men. 

There are more opportunities of advance- 
ment in the big department stores of today 
than there were ten or twenty years ago. 
New departments are being created every 
year—eometimes several a year—and there is 
an ever increasing demand for men to fill 
them. The men who are alert and who show 
a Capability to handle work outside of their 
ordinary everyday pursuits are the men 
chosen for the new field. 

Time was when there wag a tendenay to go 
outside of the store for the talent necessary 
to establish a new and unfamiliar branch of 
the business. Now the tendency is in the 
other direction. The general manager of a 
progressive store will not go outside of his 
own working force for new material unless 
it absolutely is sper ee 


Book r in ‘the Crockery. 

Some years ago I was directed to establish 
a book department in a store, a line that we 
never before had handled. 

Now,“ said the general manager, “I 
want you to select a force of book salesmen 
from among our own employés. If you can 
get a first class manager from the lot let 
him: select his own stock. If you can’t, order 
the stock yourself and break in a manager.” 
The first thing I did was to issue a bulletin 
to all departments instructing all employés 
to return to their superior officers a list of 
all the books they ever had read, together 
with the names of the authors. 

The mass of reports I received was a reve- 
lation. Out of a force of 1,500 employés 1.200 
returned lists of from six to forty books they 
had read. I weeded out the returns to less 
than fifty that appeared to shoa a real love 
of literature and excellent taste in choosing 
autbors and books.

Flexible Brains Are Found. 

I picked out ten of the most intelligent and 

ambitious. One of the ten was a salesman 


in the china and crockery department. He 
had been a school teacher in former days, 
but was down on his luck. I made that man 
manager of the department at a raise of 68 
a week. You could see that he was trane- 
formed on the spot from a discouraged plod- 
der to @ being bursting with hope and ambi- 
tion. 

I told him to visit other nt stores 
and submit me a tentative list of stock in 


three days. He did so and I took it under 


advisement, though I never changed a line 
of it We put in a complete line of hooks and 
advertised widely. Ina week we ch. doing 
a big business.

After that experience I had other opportu- 
nities to observe the working of the home 
talent idea. A legal department was or- 
ganized. The firm had had an outside law 
firm handling its litigation for years. One 
day the general manager raked the force for 
young men who had inclinations toward the 
law. He found half a dozen youths who were 
reading law and intending to make it their 
profession. Opportunities were given those 
young fellows to complete their studies in a 
shorter time and with better inetruction than 
otherwise they would have had. Within a 
year part of our legal work was given over to 
four of these employés who had been ad- 
mitted to the bar. They organized the de- 
partment and since that time three more men 
from behind counters have been promoted to 
the law branch,

New Seed Salesmen Get Raise. 


On'y the other day a department head in 
a competing store told me of his first ex- 
perience along the same line. He was open- 
ing a apartment devoted to garden seeds, 
implements, etc. He threw out the drag- 
net for employés interested in gardening and 
ether outdoor diversions. After weeding out 
the returns he found he had five first class 
salesmen for his purpose. What they didn't 
know about the names of seeds and plants 
they were eager to learn. The head of the 
department was given $5 a week more than 
he had been getting, and his assistants got 
proportionate increases of pay. 

What will be the next opportunity in your 
store? Hardly a week passes that one does 
not present itself. It ie for the salaried man 
to keep his eyes open, evihce an eagerness 
to learn, and to grasp executive details; 
te interest himself in the business as a whole 
and to cultivate his mind. Then, when the 
opportunity presents itsel£, he will be ready 
to seize it. 


GumChewersto Save Nation: 


DevelopAllConquering Jaw. 
By H. S. Stuart. 


HEWING gum is one of the greatest 
developers of firmness, determination, 
grit, bulldog tenacity, and strength. 

Chewing gum—despised and re- 
jected, on grounds of bad form 
has been declared the greatest foe of degen- 


eracy in the world, rivaled only by hard- 


tack,’’ sea biscuit, and such foods. 

One of the greatest scientists im Britain 
has declared it so. At least he has proved, 
to the satisfaction of other scientists, that 
chewing gum, supposed to be a pernicious 
habit and one indicating weakness, t not 
vulgar commonness, really is one of the great 
forces that work for the uplifting and 
strengthening of the race. 

The strong nato —the nations that have 
conquered the world, are strong jawed na- 
tions. Nations that have fed on soldier’s 
fare, have masticated tough beef, chewed 
tough hardtack, and grown atrong of jaw 
and strong of will by vigorous mastica- 
tion. 

The weak, soup fed nations have grown 
weaker of jaw, of will, of brain, while the 
men who chewed bacon and jerked beef have 
grown strong of jaw, and of character. 
Therefore the great British scientists declare 
that chewing gum may save the race from 
degeneracy and develop it tnto the strong- 
est jawed nation of the world.

Strong Jawed Nations Conquer. 

To back his argument the scientist goes far 
into history. He recalls that the detertora- 
tion of Greece, as shown in art, was marked 
by the steady weakening of the jaw and chin. 
The Romans, strong jawed, world conquering 
people, fell because they ate macaroni. The 
French, who threatened a world conquest, 
developed all conquering jaws during the gen- 
erations that ate ha fd fare in the years of op- 
pression and hunger that preceded the revo- 
lution, and degenerated on p&té de foie gras 
and wines. The scientist contrasts the firm, 
prominent jaws of the early Americans with 
the febrile receding jaws of later day New 
York, the jaw of the easterner who feeds on 


rare roast beef, a pate of chicken, a soft 
boiled egg, with the grim, determined, all 
conquering jaw of the cowboy and plainsman, 
who chew tough meat and jerked beef. 

Mastication, science has dis¢overed, is the 
secret of strength. Jaw gymnastics are 
necessary for great str The nations 
that exercise their jaws by ¢hewing, and not 
by talking, develop the jaws. The well de- 
veloped jaw controls nerves and brain cells 
which develop with the jaw. A perfectly de- 
veloped and well exercised jaw means a 
strongly developed nerve and a strong brain 
cell, 


Theferore, science urges that chewing gum 
be resorted to in the effort to develop strength 
of jaw and character and will. Actording to 
the eminent British scientist, if Greece had 
used chewing gum she might even now be 
mistress of the world,

Number of Teeth Not Diminishing, 

The scientist scofts. at the idea that the 
number of teeth in the human epecies is 
diminishing. 

“This is not sound science,” he says, “ if 
the views of most students of evolution are 
well based. In almost every case this de- 
fective development is due to individual 
jaw indolence, and not to racial degeneracy. 
Were the next crop of children to be as 
lightly clothed and as hardly fed as were 
the brats of the root and acorn eating age 
the survivors would have a dental equip- 
ment equal to that of the anciegt Britons. 

“The gums close flercely in the toothless 
mouths of infants, recalling the remote pe- 
riods when the teeth settles the disputes of 
hunger and of hatred. The sneer more than 
suggests the old menace of gnashing and 
flashing teeth. That the jaw development 
strengthens certain nerve cells is beyond dis- 
pute.” 

Instea@ of making the children throw 
away that nasty gum,” buy them more. 
Teach them to chew tough spruce gum,

Brunswick Stew. | 


This far famed dish is dear to every south- 
erner. “ Brunswick stew’’ was named a 
century and a half ago for the place of {ts 
nativity, Brunswick county, Virginia. 

One of three kinds of meat can be used—

Before serving put 
in stale bread crumbs. No vegetables except 
corn and tomatoes are added. Serve in a 
tureen.

Chicken and Oyster Pie. 

Cut up a large, tender fowl and cook in 
water till d@e, adding plenty of salt anda 
little pepper. Take the chicken from the 
pan, leaving the liquid. To onecup of milk 
add the beaten yolks of two eggs, three 
rounded tablespoons of flour, one rounded 
tablespoon of butter, and a level tablespoon 
of parsley, minced fine. Turn these into the 
liquid in the pan and cook five minutes, stir- 
ring now and then. Drain a quart of oysters. 
Line a deep dish with a good paste; put ina 
layer of chicken, then a layer of oysters; 
cover with the thickened broth, then add two 
more layers.

„Pp to 4 o’clock in the afternoon every 
woman to be properly dressed must be tailor 
made. No laces or fluffy things are proper 
before 4 o’clock.

hour. The flat heel should be worn, too, and 
not the high Louis XVL heel. That is an- 
other detail which is often neglected in the 
dress of the Chicago woman, Not enough 
attention is paid to heels. 

“As a whole the Chicago girl in evening 
dress is just as properly gowned as the New 
Yorker, just as up to date if not as extreme; 
but there is a great deal of room for improve- 
ment in the morning and afternoon dress of 
the Chicago women. This is due probably te 
the fact that they do not pay as much atten- 
tion to their street clothes as they do to their 
evening gowns.

Miss Russell had a great deal to say about 
the Greuze curls that are being worn so gen- 
erally, at present. 

It ig really the latest French idea,“ she 
said, “gnd is copied from the old Greusze 
paintings. In New York, where the styles 
are extreme, the women purchase whole 
wigs of curis and put them on their heads 
and none is the wiser. Out west a few curls 
are bought and fastened on. As I go from 
the west to the east my coiffure gradually 
grows, as of course I must keep in style 
where I am, and my hair bill is no small 
bill these days. In San Francisco or Los 
Angeles one or two curls are quite enough, 
Here in Chicago I must wear more and in 
New York I have to don $75 worth. So you 
can readily see that hair is rapidly becoming

NSHAKEN in his belief that the United 
States is destined to become the home of 
highest art and of greatest artists in the 
near future, in spite of his many adversi- 
ties in this country, Vladimir Shamberk, 
a Bohemian painter, is patiently wooing 
American recognition of his. work in his 
~ modest but picturesque studio on the third 
floor of a Bohemian turner school at Twenty-first street 
and Blue Island avenue. 

In the Bohemian districts of Chicago Shamberk’s 
work has been widely recognized and many of his paint- 
ings adorn the public places and cafés in the neighbor- 
hood of Eighteenth street and Blue Island avenue. 
But these paintings, as the artist declared, are neither 
his best nor his highest. He paints them only as “ pot 
boilers” to earn sufficient money to keep him going 
while working on those themes upon which he has set 
his heart. |

Seeks Life in Democracy. 

Shamberk, who was brought up in the company of 
noblemen, attended school with princes, Prince Fried- 
rich Karl von Hessen being among his chums, began his 
career as a painter of noted men of history, especially 
of Bohemians who attained international fame. Later 
he painted some of the most celebrated singers and 
actors in Europe. His five years’ stay in America, 
however, Which has deen broken with several visits 
to Europe, changed his .dea about art and the artist's 
mission. | 

“IT am now a believer in art a TAmericaine, if I 
may so express it,” Mr. Shamberk said. “I changed 
my mind about painting princesses and great men only. 
It is life which I intend to paint henceforward,. and 
life is essentially democratic. America is a wonderful 
country, wonderful because of its democratic spirit, and 
I believe its art will be wonderful too as soon as the 
American public awakens to the fact that it has great 
artists among its own children, and ceases to carry 
its buckets of gold to Europe for paintings by talent 
inferior to what it has at home.

Peasant Girls Become Princesses. 

“My stay in this country revealed wonderful things 
before me. I have seen some of our Bohemian: peasant 
girls coming over here and in a space of two years 
change to such an extent and acquire so many charms 
as to shame some of our old world princesses.

“But!” he said with a fire and sincerity which made

An offer from a Bohemian theatri¢al company to 
go with them as a star to America for the season of 
1901 was accepted and Shamberk came to the United 
States. His acting attracted the attention of Heinrich 
Conried and he left the wandering Bohemian troupe for 
the Irving place theater. Upon coming west he played 
a season in the troupe of Leon Wachsner in Milwau- 
kee, and took leading parts in Gorki's play., Night's 
Lodging,” and in Ludwig Fulda's famous Talisman. 

But the further away he got from his painting, the 
more it became apparent to him that he was born to 
speak on canvas, rather than declaim from the stage, and 
in the summer of 1904 Shamberk severed his connec- 
tions with the German ‘theatrical world in the United 


States and went to Germany. After making several 


paintings of leading German actors and opera singers, 
he again began to feel restless. He had breathed the

fame was spread from one end of the country to the 
other, by one of the leading critics, on the day he died 
from starvation. In this picture fame is represented as 
a beautiful and soulful woman, and is laying a wreath 
on the poet’s head, while death is standing in the 
background grinning and waiting for fame to retreat so 
as to pick up its scythe with which it ended the singer’s 
martyrdom. 

Mr. Shamberk also painted a number of portraits 
of noted men, and three of these, paintings of Rem- 
brandt, Rubens, and Van Dyke, were recently purchased 
by the manager of the Majestic theater, in Chicago. A 
number of other paintings by Mr. Shamberk, including 
a portrait of Beethoven, were sold for various private 
galleries.

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Professor Osborn, Head of the Expedition That 
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Pachyderms, Describes Results in an Article in the Century Magazine. : 


IKE the children of Israel under Moses, so 
the ancient tribes of the élephants 
marched out of prehistoric Africa and 
have traveled over all the face of the 
earth. Africa is the cradle of the ele- 
phant race, the garden of Eden of the first 
pair of Jumbos. 

So said Henry Fairfield Osborn, pro- 
fessor of zodlogy in Columbia university and curator of 
vertebrate paleontology, American Museum Natural 
History. He said it in 1899, when he only could prove 
his theories by Darwinian arguments. In 1900 he pub- 
lished a book of his major and minor prophecies re- 
garding the dark continent and at the same time ap- 
peared the like speculations of Dr. H. G. Stehlin of 
Basel and Dr. Tycho Tullberg of Upsala. 

In 1906 his theories materialized in his famous finde 
in the Fayum desert. Thither the ancestral elephant 
was chased by an expedition of the American Museum 
of Natural History under Prof. Osborn’s leadership. 

This expedition left New York January, 1906. Prof. 
Osborn had with him an American, Walter Granger, a 
young Vermonter of ten years’ geological experience: a 
Dane, George Olsen, qualified to handle fragile fossils, 
and an Englishman, Hartley T. Ferras, detailed from the 
British Geological survey of Africa.

Southward Through the Egyptian Desert. 

They left Cairo with a caravan of seventeei: camels, 
six donkeys, with twenty-three Bedouin, Arab, and 
Egyptian attendants in motley array and the highest 
spirits. Their route lay due southward along the sandy 
strip bordering the Nile. A heavily taden camel cara- 
van moves so regularly at the rate of two and a half 
miles an hour that distances in Egyptian deserts all are 
measured in “caravan hours.” A long day’s journey is 
seven hours or seventeen and a half miles. In four 
days they reached a village and were welcomed regall 
with gifts and feasts. | 

As they neared their celebrated destinatiom the giant 
trunks of fossilized trees began to appear, remains of 
crocodiles and of great turtles, out of the sandy 
stretches which formerly were near the seaboard, now 
480 feet above sea level. 

Their first adventure was a struggle between capital 
and labor. The men were as impetuous and difficult to 
control as children and impatient of immediate results. 
They planned a general strike for double the ordinary 
rate of wages and thus threatened to upset the excavat- 
ing labor market for all Egypt. Finally their tall leader 
signed for a compromise on condition of a holid:y and a 
fat tailed sheep every fortnight. This was after a four

The next morning all were cheerily at work, vastly 
impressed with the supreme value and importance of a 
fossilized bone and in a week they were exper: paleon- 
tologists. Within ten days they had found the first 
promising signs of the jaws and teeth of the aneestral 
elephant, in a fortnight a fine skull of a young arsino- 
therium, belonging to the first stage of the evolution of 
the elephant.

Dig in the Sands for Fossils. 

A few days later they found a splendid skull of the 
paleomastodon, belonging to the second stage of the 
evolution of the elephant, and a week later a skull of a 
moeritherium, which represents the oldest known or 


‘distinctive stage in the evolution of the elephant. 


‘Within thirty days after leaving New York the main 
object had been achieved. 

The drsinotherium is named after the beautiful 
Queen Arsinoe, second wife of Ptolemy II., who became 
patron goddess of the Fayum. It is the giant mammal 
of old Libya. The dominant feature of the head is a 
pair of enormous upwardly projecting, bony horn cores 
over the snout, which in life were sheathed with horn, 
sharply pointed in the old bulls and blunted or rounded 
in the calves. A small pair of horns rise above the 
eyes. 

Dr. Andrews of England has restored a moderate 
sized bull about five feet nine inches high and nine feet 
nine inches from snout to rump. Remains bave been 
found of a much larger dull, which stood over seven 
feet at the withers. The neck is rather short, the limbs 
are long, the feet are short and spreading and terminate 
in five toes like those of u.odern elephants. The teeth 
are sharp grinders fitted for grazing on the harder, kinds 
of herbage. There are sharply pointed horns and no 
tusks. As the bones are massive and the head elephan- 
tine and heavy, these anirr is were capable of charging 
with prodigious power in their combats with each other. 


x * : 
Find Skull of Elephantine Missing Link. 

The moeritherium is a missing link between the ele- 
phante and other quadrupeds and stands near the true 
and direct ancestral line, as Prof. Osborn opines. It 
Was of the size of a tapir and lived on soft ground. 
The neck was evidently long enough to enable the head 
to reach the ground or to browse along the banks of 
rivers with the body partly immersed, because there is 
no evidence in the bones of the face that it was pro- 
vided with a long upper lip such as that of a tapir, 
much less with a real elephantine trunk. Prof. Os- 
born’s reason for this is that the eyes as well as the 
bony roofing of the nostrils are set far forward, where- 
as in animals in which there is an elephantine proboscis 
the eyes and the bony openings in the nostrils are car- 
ried fa Kk. 

3 certainly is the direct forerunner 
of the elephant. Both his teeth and his skull are pro- 
phetic as well as his limbs. The upper tusks are com- 
posed of ivory or dentine. They are lafge and reach 
downward and forward with a slight recurvature. Along 
the sides we see only a ribbonlike band of enamel, pre- 
saging its entire disappearance in the modern elephant. 
The lower tusks point directly forward at the end of 
the long, shallow chin. 


* * : 
’ Earliest Elephant Had No Proboscis. 
This pair of upper and lower tusks already have 
usurped the places of all the other frant teeth, but oc- 
easionally survive as vestiges. Evolution, Prof. Osborn 
remarks, nearly always proceeds by such absolute sac- 
rince of some parts to others; thus out of the sixteen 
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front teeth of a typical mammal there remain only 
twelve in the moeritherium and only four in the paleo- 
Mastodon. 

The head of the paleomastodon is striking for its 
long and depressed profile, which is widely different 
from the prominent and sagacious looking forehead of 
the elephant. The bony openings of the nostrils are set 
far back, and since the eyes are set much farther back 
than in the moeritherium there is abundant space for 
the play of a true proboscis. Since the limbs are so 
formed and proportioned as to have made it difficult for 
the head to touch the ground, Prof. Osborn is forced to 
the conclusion that the paleomastodon had a proboscis, 
“because without this most unique and Marvelous pre- 
hensile modification of the upper lip and nostrils com- 
bined the animal could not have seized its food.” 

So here is the first definitely known member of the 
great race of elephants. Its chief tome was land. 
whereas the moeritherium may have been partly a deni- 
zen of the watér. : 

In the faraway prehistoric days which the geologists 
call the lower miocene and pliocene geologic ages, the 
elevation of the bottom of the Mediterranean sea 
formed one land bridge after another, and the great 
exodus from pentup Africa began. ‘ 

The sea cows, the giant conies, the mastodons, and 
several other African antochthones entered Europe in 
great numbers. They were splendidly equipped for 
foreign travel. “As secure as the Romans with their 
phalanxes and their legions ”’ these beasts marched over 
one or other of the land bridges as soon as they were 
formed. They crossed these land bridges to Europe 
and Asia. They entered Japan, crossed the Bering 
isthmus into North America and the isthmus of Pan- 
ama into South America. In Europe they appeared in 
the vicinity of modern Paris. 


* * 
How the Mammoths Spread Over America. 


The race spread so fast and multiplied so rapidly 
in the northern hémisphere that in the middle miocene 
they reached the geographical point in North America 
now known as eastern Colorado. By the upper miocene 
or perhaps earlier they were found in Texas and Mex- 
ico. T ost opportunely in the lower pliocene the isth- 
mus of Panama rose out of the seas and connected 
North and South America, which had béen separated for 
an enormously long period. The mastodons invaded 
South America. 

As time went on the elephants began to evolve and 
replace the mastodons in various parts of the world. 
Their geological range extends from the British isles 
all over Europe, along the northern shores of Siberia, 
into Texas and Mexico. In the whole history of crea- 
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tion no other animal save the horse has achieved such 
feats of travel. 2 

If elephant tribes emigrated out of Africa, other 
tribes other lands immigrated into prehistoric 
Libya. aa Osborn describes these with detail in the 
Century Magazine. He is struck by the entire absence 
in prehistoric epochs in Libya of the animals pictured 
ir. modern African scenes of travel. 

There are no lions, leopards, jackals, or hyenas, no 


Among all the animals of eocene Africa only four 
are represented by relatives or descendants in modern 
Africa. These are the elephants, the conies, the mice, 
and the seacows. The modern affinities of all the other 
forms still await proof. Tney were evidently evolving 
elsewhere to move into Africa when the map of the 
earth changed and ‘bridges’ were provided to regions 
then ‘divided by water.

Everybody talked about their daring: Riding to 
hounds was something which Chicago women never 
had attempted, and here were two women who were 
able to ride with the beat whips of the east. Chicago 
talked about them as Chicago might talk today should 
a society woman take to ballooning as a pastime. 

The hunt Was 4 favorite sport ot the high bred 
women of England long before the society women of 
the east began to ride to hounds. The society women 
of the ¢ait—the daring, athletic society women—made

their way into the Meadow Brook, the Radnor, and the 
Rose Tree hunts long before the society women of 
Chicago took up the sport. The fox hunt was a long 
while coming’ to Chicago. But finally it came. That 
does not tell the whole story. — 

- Chicago women never seem willing to leave any- 
thing half done. In their sports as well as in the other 
things they do they believe that anything worth doing 
at all is worth doing well. Perhaps it is the “I Will” 
spirit whieh enabled their fathers and their fathers’ 
f “ers to build up Chicago that they have inherited. 
Whatever it is, it is true that when the Chicago society 
woman goes in for golf she usually does not put down 
her clubs unless she has become a worthy competitor 
for any woman on the links; the same is true when she 
takes up any other sport or pastime. ,

Reputations for Daring Horsemanship. 

It was with this “I Will” spirit that the Chicago 
society women took up fox hunting. Since the hunt 
became a popular sport at Onwentsia the Onwentsia 
pack has become famous; the Onwentsia horsemen 
have come to be regarded as topnotchérs, but it has 
remained for the horsewomen of the nfiorth shore to 
gain a reputation for splendid, daring horsemanship 
which has spread from coast to coast. . 

A few years ago the Meadow Brook ¢lub was proud 
of its two famous huntswomen. Mrs. James L. Ker- 
nochan and Mrs. Emily Ladenburg of aristocratic 
Meadow Brook gained the name’ of being the leading 
huntswomen and the most accomplished horsęewomen 
in America. Of the two Mrs. Kernochan perhaps was 
the better known throughout the country; Mrs. Laden- 
burg had more fame in England and on the corttinent, 
where she frequently engaged tn her favorite sport. 

As Miss Eloise Stevenson Mrs. Kernechan cared not 
at all for fox hunting, but shortly after her marriage 
she cultivated a fondness for it, and in the six years 
following her marriage she did not miss a single hunt 
at Meadow Brook. She became known as the most 
daring horsewoman in America. She rode straight. 
Her fellow huntsmen say that there was no such thing 
as fear in her. A five-foot-two or four rail fence or 
wall never has been known to make her draw rein, but 
many men have been observed going around and not 
taking it. Mounted on Rebel, the favorite of her four 
fine hunters, Mrs. Kernochan took everything before 
her and generally was first in at the death.

Take High Fences and Ditches. 

Perhaps it was the enviable reputation that this 
brilliant horsewoman had gained at Meadow Brock 
that determined the Chicago horsewomen to equal her 
feats. They have done it. There are-no more daring 
horsewomen in the country than the huntswomen who 
ride to hounds twice or three times a week at Lake 
Forest, They take everything before them; they never 
think of drawing rein at a forbidding jump; they keep 
abreast with the leaders; they often are the first in at 
the kill. * . 

There are a dozen Mrs, Kernochans at Onwentsia, 
Some of them, like Mra. Kernochan, cared nothing for 
fox hunting before marriage. Most of them made their 
reputation as huntswomen before their marriage. Many 
of them scarcely are out of their teens, and yet they 
are fearless horsewomen, and even falls have not cooled 
their ardor. 

Mra. Arthur Aldis and Mrs. Hobart Chatfield-Taylor 
were among the first of the Chicago sotiety women to 
take up fox hunting. Always, since they were little 
girls, they had been brilliant, fearless, horsewomen,; 
they became daring, spectacular huntawomen. They 
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excited the admiration of every one as they dashed 
over the flelds and meadows on their spirited thor- 
oughbreds, taking fences or walls or anything they 
came to without the slightest hesitancy. Mrs. Aldis 
was called by the women of the north shore the “ most 
graceful horse woman they had ever seen; the men 
regarded her as one of the most daring. 
* 


Fame of Mrs. Aldis and Mrs. Chatfield-T aylor. 

Both beautiful women, Mrs. Aldis and Mrs. Chat- 
fleld-Taylor never failed to attract attention and ad. 
miration whenever they mounted their thoroughbreds. 
When the Lake Forest Horse Show assotiation was 
formed several years ago and the first open air horse 
show was held on Ferry field Mrs. Aldis and Mrs 
Chatfield-Taylor monopolized attention. They were the 
eynosure of all eyes as they rode their nervous hunters 
over the bars and galloped off the green field with blue 
ribbons fluttering from their ‘horses’ ears. It was Mrs. 
Aldis’ sleek hunter Parson that captured most of the 
prizes that year, and the next year Mrs. Aldis, mounted 
on Skylark, again thrilled the spectators by her daring 
performances. 

But Mrs. Chatfield-Taylor and Mrs. Aldis have not 
had much part in the more recent horse shows, and, 
though they still ride to hounds whén the spirit moves 
them, they are not seen on their mounts as frequently 
nowadays as a few years ago, when fox hunting along 
the north shore was young. 1 Chatfleld-Taylor has 
been away a great deal du 
hunting seasons, and Mrs. Aldis has not been riding as 
much as formerly.

Mrs. Chatfield-Taylor Without Fear. 

To a great extent Mrs. Chatfield-Taylor’s place in 
the hunt has been taken by her Uthe and beautiful 
daughter, Miss Adelaide Chatfield-Tayler, and by those 
who are judges ef hergemanship it has been predicted 
that it will net be leng befere this young girl—for she 
is not yet out ef her teens—will surpass her mother as 
a daring horsewoman.

The hunts usually 
are held on Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday morn- 
ings, and even late in the fall, after the trees have 
shed their foliage and the ground is carpeted with 
snow, the redcoated hunters can be seen speckling the 
landscape as they sweep along in the trail of the dogs.

Farmers Friendly to the Hunters. 


When the hunt club was established in Lake Forest 
the farmers of Lake county ebjected to the huntsmen 
riding over their great tracts of land, but since then 
the relations between the society folks of Lake Forest 
and the rural community have become so friendly that 
the farmers stop plowing in the fields to watch the 
huntsmén and huntswomen go by. 

Different courses usually are mapped out for each 
hunt by Huntsman Arthur Taley, the professional) 
huntsman employed by the club. There are two fa- 
vorite starts—one from the lawn of Arthur Meeker's 
residence and the other from the greensward to the 
west of the Onwentsia club house. The course usually 
runs through the Meeker and Armour farms, across 
the prairies and through the woods te the north or 
west of the great Meeker and Armour estates, and then 
by a circuitous route back te the clubhouse. 

The anise seed trail is laid early in the morning, 
and the heunds follow the aromatic scent as they 
weuld follow the scent of the fox, dashing along the 
trail and finally winding up at the death. where they 
are rewarded for their good work by enough raw meat 
to satisfy their appetites. 

There is nothing more picturesque than a Lake For- 
est fox hunt. The redcoated huntsmen and the smartly 
habited huntswomen dashing.across the field in pursuit 


of the yelping hounds is an inspiriting sight—a sight 
full of color and animation. 

To W. Vernon Booth, the present master of hounds, 
belongs the larger share of credit for having popular- 
ised the wholesome sport along the north shore. Al- 
Ways an enthusiastic huntsman and since youth an 
intrepid horseman, Vernon Booth is the life and spirit 
of the Lake Forest hunts. He is unexcelled by any 
horsemen among the rich men of the west. -He owns a 
fine string of thoroughbreds and he always is the 
genial host who contributés more than anything else to 
the tremendous success of the big hunt dinners and 
breakfasts which have become social fixtures in the 
Lake Forest calendar. 

At the end of every season Booth himself gives a 
great hunt dinner to all the members. of the club, and 
the number of hunt breakfasts he gives during the 
year would be, enough to make many a rieh man poor. 
Boaoth’s breakfasts are watched for and waited for; his 
hunt dinner is an event of the season. Booth has made 
fox hunting popular at Lake Forest, but this does not 
mean that he is the only enthusiast at Ontwensia. But 
he has created the enthusiasm for the sport. 

One of the first advocates of the introduction of the 
fine sport along the north shore was Arthur T. Aldis, 
who had ridden to hounds in England. For a time Ala‘ 
was master of hounds at Onwentsia, and made an admi- 
rable master. Booth succeeded him, and Booth has been 
master ever Since, and the huntsmen and huntswomen of 
Lake Forest say there is not a better master to. be 
found any place or a more enthusiastic one.

Polo Players in the Fox Hunt. 


Although the huntswomen of Lake Forest have gaincd 
enviable reputations for themselves among lovers of the 
sport of royalty and the rich, the Onwentsia huntsmen 
have not been neglected in the apportionment of laurels. 
In the Onwentsia Hunt club are some of the best horse- 
men in the country, men who not only have achieved 
fame in the fox hunt but who have made their way into 
the front rank among the polo players of the country. 

There is no better horseman to be found along the 
north shore than Frederic McLaughlin, whose daring 


riding on the polo field has won many 4 score for the 
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Onwentsia team. MeLaughlin is as fearless in the hunt 
ag on the polo field. He is an enthusiastic huntsman 
and seldom misses a chase. 

Frank Farwell and Granger Farwell are expert whips 
and are always close to the front at the death. W. 0. 
Lindley was known for years as one of the best horse- 
men in the middle west and was an enthusiastic hun‘s- 
man. Louis F. Swift and Henry M. Hubbard, Charles 
H. Ewing, John Dorr Bradley, John T. Pirie, C. E. Brown, 
Charles E. Pope, and Alexander de Nuber are enthusiastic 
horsemen and almost invariably are found in the hunts. 

Of the men huntsmen, however, W. Vernon Booth. 
Frederico McLaughlin, and Frank and Granger, Farwell 
rank first. They always are in at the kill and néver turn 
away from a jump, but it is seldom, indeed, that their 
thoroughbreds show their heels to the nervous hunters 
ridden by the horsewomen of the north shore—by Mrs. 
Preston Gibeon, Mrs. Prentiss Coonley. Mrs. Chatfield- 
Taylor, Mra. Arthur Aldis, or Mrs. John Hammond. 

And as proud as he is of the Onwentsia Hunt club and 
ite achievements, Booth, master of the hounds, is a bit 
prouder, perhaps, of the yelping hounds he follows in the 
chase. His pack slowly is becoming famous; the inferior 
doga are being weeded out, and ere long it is predicted 
that the Onwentsia pack will be as famous as the Cam- 
bridgeshire fox hounds, or the Oakley fox hounds, or the 
etapa hp of which Sir Gilbert Greenall is master, or 
as far famed as the world famous Midland pack of the 
Pytchley hunt.

If a good sportsman as master of the 
hounds can make the game even more popular along the 
north shore it will becOme vastly more popular. 

If daring, dashing, fearless, superb horsewomanship 
can make the society women of the north shore take rank 
above Emily Ladenburg or Mrs. Jimmy Kernochan or 
the counteas of Yarborough or the famous huntswomen 
who ride to the more famous Cottesmore fox hounds and 
the Quorn fox hounds at Kirby gate, then the society 
women of Lake Forest, intrepid riders, superb horse-

She 
needs a lesson in being graceful. 
The charm of the chiffon veil 
is its transparency.

Dr. Carus does not lay much stress upon this di- 
vision of Samson’s career into twelve labors, which 
would make their number agree with the twelve la- 
bors of Hercules and the twelve months of the year, 
but he thinks it remarkable enough that this propo- 
sition is made by Roskoff. Dr. Carus, however, does 
lay stress on the sun god idea. 4 

The twelve labors of Heracles is the echo of an 
ancient solar epic which glorifies the deeds of Sham- 


ash in his migration through the twelve signs of the 


godiac. Dr. Carus thinks there may have been a 


Jewish hero whose deeds reminded the Israelites of 


Shamash, and so his adventures were told with mod- 
ifications which naturally made the solar legends 
cluster round his personality. Samson's Hon sym- 


bolizes the, heat of the sun and is but another symbol” 


for the sun god himself, but the modification of the 
solar heat is attributable to the sun god, and so_ he 
is celebrated as the slayer of the lion. 

The name Samson or Shamshon is derived from 
shamash, sun, and means sunlike or solar. Dr. Carus 
does not doubt that Shamash, the sun, or Shamshon, 


the sun god, was in pagan times the patron god of 


the tribe of Dan. The name Dan means judge, and 


Shamash, the sun god, always has been revered ag

Hercules Also Killed a Lion. 

Among the twelve labors of Hercules we have one 
sonsisting in the killing of a lion, which is common to 
all Solar heroes of the Semites; and it certainly is not 
aéciderital that the Tyrian Melkarth and the Babylon- 
lan Idgubar are represented as tearing a lion in two 
and killing him without a weapon merely with their 
hands, just as Samson does in the biblical story. In 
Greece the lion’s akin is the typical dress of Hercules. 

Samson was a prototype of Christ. This is shown 
in many Ways. Among the details that point to this 
are the fact that Judas is made responsible for the 
srucifixion of Jesus, and Samson succumbs to the 
treacherous wiles of Delilah. Samson was betrayed 
and sold for money; he drudged as a slave and shortly 
before his death made sport before the Philistines. i 

The similarity of the Christ story to pagan legend 
does not lower Christianity to the level of paganism, Dr. 
Carus argues. On the contrary, K raises paganism to 
the dignity of genuine religion. Pagan myths, in spite 
of their crudities, are born of the same yearning, the 
same devotion, the same hopes. Paganism belongs to 
the period of nature worship, while Christianity charac- 
teriges the age in which an appreciation of the soul es- 
tablishes a contrast between nature and spirit.

The concession to the Hydraulic company 
was made by the government because the 
construction of the big dam practically an- 
nuls the usefulness of the power dam a mile 
below, belonging to the corporation.

Asks Will It Be a Success. f 

Will the canal prove a practical success?“ 
is a question argued,both pro and con. From 
certain sources adverse criticism of the gov- 
ernment’s expenditure of approximately 
$7,500,000 on this canal has continually ema- 
nated. That the water transportation fa- 
ellities are appreciated, is already attested 
by the fact that within the last two years half 
a dozen factories have been planted on the 
banks of the Rock river, within a mile of 
the mouth of the canal at Sterling and Rock 
Falls, making some forty factories in all. 
These factories consume large quantities of 
coal, and do much shipping of brick, tiling, 
ore, and other bulky products. The canal 
penetrates the IIlinots coal field. 

At present we are paying 85 cents a ton 
on coal shipped from the Illinois and Indiana 
coal flelds, said one of the leading manu- 
facturers. We are laboring here under the 
tenacles of an octupus. The controling fuel 
company seems able to get cars, and bring in 
plenty of coal, when the smaller coal com- 
panies can't get a car. The head of the coal 
company is a railroad official. We are sure 
of thts much, that the railroads will be forced 
to meet the competition of the water trans- 
portation. It will cut the present freight 
rates in half“ f 

„That the canal will have a beneficial ef- 
fect on certain classes of heavy freight and 
raw materials generally. is conceded,” said 
Secretary F. H. Geyer of the executive com- 
mittee of citizens booming the canal. “ This 
will apply more forcibly in view of the fact 
that there is a large manufacturing center 
at the mouth of the canal in the three cities 
of Davenport, Rock Island, and Moline, and 
especially in the prospect of getting a 
through waterway to Chicago.

New York, Oct. 19.—The 
which was presented to the national gov- 
ernment by the New 1 logical so- 
ciety last year to form the nucleus of a great 
southwestern herd is now on its Way to the 
new range of 7,680 acres that has been pre- 
pared for it in the best portion of the Wichita 
forest and game reserve, southwestern Okla- 
homa. it 

Fifteen fine animals, the pick of the splen- 
did herd of forty-five head in the New York 
zoblogical park, were crated for shipment, 
each In a roomy and comfortable crate, and 
shipped to Cache, Okla., on Oct. 10. In view 
of the nature and object of the shinment— 
a gift of the people for the express purpose 
of helping to preserve the American bison 
from ultimate extinction—the| American Ex- 
press company and the New York Central 
lines transport the two cars free of charge 
from New York to St. Louis, and the Wells- 
Fargo Express company also makes a free 
gift of the transportation over the Frisco 
road from St. Louis to Cache, Okla. 

The idea of a southwestern national herd, 
founded by a gift from the New York Zo- 
ological society, originated with Dr. William 
T. Hornaday, director of the zodlogical 
park, and from its earliest mention it was 
warmly indorsed by the executive committee 
of the society. The offer was made to the 
secretary of agriculture, who immediately 
accepted it and invited the society to select 
the site for the new fenced range that would 
be necessary. Forthwith the society dis- 
patched a special agent, Mr. J. A. Loring, who 
went to the Wichita reserve and, with Super- 
visor E. F. Morrissey, carefully examined 
the whole available territory. A location 
was agreed upon and duly mapped out. Mr. 
Loring submitted to the society an elaborate 
and thorough report, which was transmitted 
to the department of agriculture and to con- 
gress. | 1 
Government Fences the Reserve. 

Secretary Wilson secured 4 special appro- 
priation of $15,000 for the erection of a wire 
fence to inclose twelve square miles of range, 
and to erect. corrals, sheds, and a hay barn. 
This work has been proceeding and soon will 
be completed, under the direction of the for- 
estry bureau of the department of agricul- 
ture, whose officers have from the first been 
keenly interested in the undertaking. All the 
improvements were planned by Mr. Horna- 
day, and the animals for the nucleus herd 
were carefully selected by him. 

The buffalo herd of the New York Zé- 
ological park has for a long time been one of 
the finest sights of the great home for wild 
animals. Originally planned to contain twen- 
ty head, it numbered previous to this ship- 
ment forty-five as handsome buffaloes of all 
ages as ever were brought) together. Ten 
lusty calves have been born this year. 

Notwithstanding the fine condition of this 
herd, the officers of the Zbologica!l society 
know that the only sure way by which the 
American bison can be preserved in full vigor 
for the next 200 years or more is by establish- 
ing herds under national or state ownership, 
on public lands, in ranges 80 large and so 
diversified that the animals will be wild and 
free. Under such conditions, Dr. Hornaday 
declares that no ill effects from 8 
ever need be feared. | . 

Bisons’ Hope Lies in These. 

The herd now on its way to Oklahoma is 
composed as follows: Six breeding cows, one 
big bull, Comanche, 5 years old and master of 
the herd; one bull 3% years old, two bulls and 
one cow in third year, one bull and one cow in 
second year, and one pair of calves, male and 
female, 6 months old, 1! 

In this collection four different strains of 
blood are represented, and there will be noth- 
ing to fear from inbreeding, | 

The shipment is in charge of Frank Rush, 
keeper of the Wichita buffalo range, and H. 
Raymond Mitchell, chief clerk of the New 
York zoological park. The buffalos are in 
two patent stock cars and travel in passenger 
trains the whole distance, On arriving at 
Cache fifteen teams will be in readiness to 
haul the buffaloés, crated as they are, twelve 
miles to the new range; Theſut most care will 
be observed to prevent infection by the Texas 
fever tick that is such a scourge to cattle in

So far as actual, tangible developments are 
concerned, such as sales reported or filed 
for record, the week’s market seems to have 
suffered something of a fall from its high es- 
tate of the last two or three preceding weeks, 
and to have lapsed into a state of dull com- 
monplaces. Not for several weeks, in fact, 
has the sales record made such a poor show- | 
ing, but this is merely another illustration of 
the fact that in real estate matters surface 
indications are frequently most deceptive, 
for, as a matter of fact, much was doing of a 
which, when 
ripened, will serve as sensations for some fu- 
ture weeks, 

An especially encouraging feature is the 
diversity, both: as to the character and as to 
the location of the properties reported to be 
involved in these operations. This serves to 
illustrate in a striking manner the broaden- 
ing character of the market. Thus these op- 
erations, by which are meant matters of 
much magnitude involving the combination 
of many properties, are reported in the north 
side, the northwest side, and the west side, 
as well as the central business district, and 
mean in the aggregate millions of dollars to 
be invested in real estate. So that altogether 
the situation is decidedly interesting as weil 
as encouraging. 


Money Market Has Tightened. 
To be able to say this in the face of present 
conditions in the mortgage loan market 


the two are so closely related that adverse 
conditions in the one are reflected almost 
always in the other. Tight money, with its 
high interest rates, always acts as a serious 
handicap to the real estate market, and the 
latter, together with building operAtions, 
which also are closely related, undoubtedly 
have suffered materially from the stringency 
of.the money market all during the spring 
and summer. 

A month ago the indications were that the 
fall money market would show considerable 
improvement, and easier conditions did ex+ 
ist for a time, but during the last two or 
three weeks the market is thought to have 
tightened again, so that the present situa- 
tion cannot be called encouraging. This es- 
pecially concerns loans on outside property, 
where 5% per cent has come to be an ex- 
ceedingly common rate, as against 5 per cent 
a few, months ago, while many more 6 per 
cent loans are going to record than was the 
case a comparatively short time ago. 


Some 444 Per Cent Money. 

On the other hand, there is a good dea) of 
4% per cent money available for loans in the 
central district, two prominent firms holding 
quite large sums for this account. They are 
both handling eastern money, and the fact 
that this eastern money is seeking invest- 
ment here at such a rate is considered en- 
couraging. It is an interesting and some- 
what suggestive fact, however, thet neither 
of these firms has had as yet any applications 
for this money, one firm having had the fund 
on the market for some time. It seems to in- 
dicate that owners of central property are 
not in need of funds just at present, or that 
they are waiting possibly for still cheaper 
money. 

Another interesting incident in this con- 
nection is the fact that a large owner of valu- 
able central property, one whose holdings 
bears an incumbrance of $200,000 or $300,000 
at only 3% per cent and has several years to 
run, is anxious to take it all up, and the situ- 
ation is rendered more interesting by the fact 
that the lender is not likely to grant the re- 
quest. The fact that money readily can 
loaned at 6 per cent on the best commerci 
paper just at present makes the attitude of 
both these persons difficult to understand un- 
less the borrower, probably, wishes to wipe 
off the mortgage even if it means some sacri- 
fice in returns from the money involved, as 
he readily could make his money earn him 
more than 3% per cent. 


Think Burlington Is Buying. 

There is, of course, much speculation as to 
what is really behind the big buying move- 
ment south of West Van Buren street be- 
tween Jefferson and Desplaines streets, and 
there is practical unanimity in the opinion 
that it ts for some railroad project. 

One report, which has the ring of much 
plausibility to it, credits it to the Burlington 
road for freight terminal purposes. This is 
the story: 

It is said that in order to secure a cancel- 
lation of its lease with the Pennsylvania road 
in connection with its use of the Union sta- 
tion, which lease, it is said, is exceedingly 
favorable to the Pennsylvania, the Burling- 
ton has agreed to convey to the other road 2 
large part of the property used by it for its 
present freight terminal south of West Har- 
rison street. The Pennsylvania is said to 
have been casting hungry eyes on this for 
some time, as it is greatly in need of more 
room for freight purposes. As a result the 
Burlington is compelled to secure a new 
freight terminal, and this, it is said, it will 
locate in the district where all the present 
buying is going on, as it readily can connect 
with ite main tracks near Sixteenth street. 


Improvements for Dearborn Street. 

While not within the province of market 
news the meeting and organization of Dear- 
born street property owners with the view 
of making the street more attractive and 
passable as a thoroughfare between the north 
and south sides of the city was an inter- 
esting event of the week, and one which its 
promoters believe, will be productive of much 
benefit to the business interests as well as 
property along the street. 

The plans proposed, which met with the 
enthusiastic approval of the thirty property 
owners present, provide among other things 
for ornamental cluster lights, much the same 
as those now in use along a part of Michigan 
avenue, a complete new system of paving 
of the most approved kind which will make 
the street practically noiseless, and an ideal 
roadway for automobile and carriage traffic 
between the north and south sides, which is 
made possible by the few bascule bridge over 
the river. A new car line running from Polk 
street to the river or to some cross street 
at the northern end of the loop is also pro- 
posed. This will be an extension of the North 
State street line. The actual work of secur- 
ing the consent and active support of prop- 
erty owners generally along the street was 
placed in the hands of a committee, as was 
also the matter of the vo- 
ments, and work will be pushed.
